The letters, which we have much pleasure in 
publishing, from the editor of the “Children’s 
Encyclopedia,” in another column of this issue, 
should set at rest a controversy that ought 
never to have assumed proportions warranting 
such a designation, and would not have done so 
except for the action of the Board of Deputies, 
upon which we commented last week. What Mr. Arthur Mee says 
in his letters is only what would be expected of any editor con- 
ducting a reputable publication. Although his observations show 
very clearly that he feels he has been badly treated, and the 
article which roused the Board of Deputies to such indignation 
has been seriously misunderstood, he says as much as the most

sensitive of our people could expect, more than such blundering deserves, 
and all that could be expected of a gentleman in his position. It will 
be noted that the editor of the “Children’s Encyclopedia” did not 
wait for the protest decided upon last Sunday week to reach 
him, but himself at once, upon seeing the report 
of the proceedings in our columns, to the President of the Jewish 
Board of Deputies, meeting unworthy protest by a dignified re- 
joinder, and going out of his way to assure Jews that he will be careful to do 
what in him lies to make such a misinterpretation as has occurred inapossible 
inany subsequent issue. We confess to nosmall satisfaction that the editor 
of the “Children’s Encyclopedia ” has taken the action decided upon by the 
Board in such good part. He doubtless saw that the whole matter was a 
misunderstanding, and made generous allowance for the hyper-sensitive- 
ness of our people, for which, to be sure, there may be mach excuse, but a 
proneness to which we should, in our best interests, always do our utmost 
to resist.

Some few weeks ago, at the festival dinner of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum, the Rev. A. A. Green 
observed that the West End of the town was peopled 
by Jews who had been endowed by the Almighty with 
‘every material prosperity, but who seemed somehow or 
other to forget the Giver and look down upon their 
faith, their creed, and their racial responsibility. We should have thought 
that this being the case Mr. Green would not have neglected any possible 
opportunity that presented itself to him of speaking the Word of God 
to his congregation at West Hampstead. But on Sabbath last he 
occupied the time which is usually set aside during the service for the 
sermon not to presenting any of the great truths of our faith, not to 
marking the fine lessons which were to be derived from the portions of 
the Law and the Prophets that had just been read when he entered the 
pulpit, but to doing his best to fan the flame of resentment towards, of 
fear and suspicion of, our Christian fellow-citizens. He adopted as his 
theme the article in the * Children’s Encyclopedia” which came wnder the 
notice of the Board of Deputies, and upon which we commented last week, 
and it was mainly to denounce this jourmsl for the view that we took that 
occupied the attention of the congregation. Why Mr. Green should have 
chosen to announce his disagreement from us from the pulpit at Hampstead 
Synagogue, whence his words could only reach us by report, instead of 
addressing them to our columns, which have always been freely open to 
him, and of which he has frequently fully availed himself, we are at a loss to 
understand. No-one among his audience could be held responsible for the 
opinions we expressed, and on publie grounds we feel constrained to say 
that the interposition into the service of observations such as Mr. Green 
allowed himself to use, did not add to the dignity of the ministry which he 
is always declaring himself so anxious to preserve and uphold. To 
attempt to argue about what Mr. Green appears to have said were 
futile. He founded, it would seem, all he had to say upon 
assumptions, which we had already given our grounds for saying were 
false, and he did not adduce one single word of argument to prove the 
tenability of his basic contention. The sort of rhetoric in which he 
indulged, and the sentences—heedless and grotesque—which he employed, 
were, we do not hesitate to say, utterly unworthy a minister than whom 
there are few amongst us who can better frame. an admirable and soul- 
inspiring homilectic. To employ in the pulpit the language Mr. Green 
did, arousing amongst his congregants, as he must have done, the bitterest 
and most unkind memories of the Jews’ past, and all because an author had 
written ina manner which, when Mr. Green spoke he must have been aware, 
was at least open to misunderstanding, seems to us to have been a bad 
blunder which demands nothing so much as our pity—and Mr. 
Green has it. We hope that he will now read very carefully the 
letters from the editor of the “Children’s Encyclopedia” to 
which we refer above. We hope that he will contrast the wild and whir!- 
ing language of the “ pulpit drum ecclesiastic ” which he employed, with 
the observations of our esteemed contributor, “Tatler,” who first called

attention to this article and with some justification deplored the misunder- 


standing which he was not wrong in fearing might oecur by reason of the 
style adopted by the author in linking up the past with the present. In the 
light of Mr. Arthur Mee’s letter, Mr. Green's references to ourselves and 
our “hyper-obtuseness” have in them something of the ricochet. We know 
full well to what much better use Mr. Green can put the Hampstead 
pulpit and he knows—for he himself has said it—to what much better 
use every Jewish pulpit should be put. We can only implore him 


to study very carefully the reply of the Editor of the “Children’s Encyclo- 
peedia,” the language of which even Mr. Green ought not to misunderstand, 
In Mrs Green's own words, slightly altered, we would say of Mr, Arthur 
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‘ Mee’s reply, “It is righteous indignation, naturally felt and properly

for a complete repudiation of the doctrine of asylum to those flying from 
political or religious persecution even in order to ensure that a few 
extremists shall be excluded. It is not, indeed, at all certain that the male- 
factors in the present case were political refugees. The truth probably is 

that they hailed from the Baltic Provinces and were driven to a career of 
crime by the demoralising effects of Russian rule. The very fact that they 
came from the Baltic Provinces, while it cannot excuse, may, indeed, explain 
their crime. These men have come to this country from an area where the 
Russian Government has resorted to wholesale massacre in the suppression 

of revolt; from an area where neither law nor merey has been in question ; 

and where human life has been held of trivial account. This state of 
affairs can have but one nioral result on the people whom it affects. 
Surely, of the torrents of wrath, and horror and indignation that are being 

' rightly poured out at this thoment, some may be reserved for a Government 
which, day by day, is turning men into brutes, -is demoralising men 

and women till they. sink to the level -of human _ beasts, 

like the callous murderers who committed the Tottenham crimes. 

Our heartfelt sympathy goes out to the victims of this extraordinary out- 
rage-—to the brave guardian of law and order, whose life was sacrificed so 
_nhobly in the cause of duty, to those near and dear to him whom he has left 

to mourn his loss and to cherish the proud memory of his devotion : to those 
citizens who were so foully injured in their attempt to stay the harids of 

. the infamous wretches, and not least to the poor little lad whose doing to 
death must even with these creatures have been accidental. But the real 
lesson of the atrocities of last Saturday is that they were an echo of the 
war of repression and extermination which has for so long been proceeding 
‘in Rassia. They teach us that we cannot with impunity turn a deaf ear to 
our brothers’ blood crying to us from the ground. They represent one of 
the ways in which men sooner or later are bound to pay for even passive

It 
is stated that a very large proportion of the 90,000 Jewish out-patients 
who attend the London Hospital during the year ean speak only ¥ iddish. 
The same drawback must, to a certain extent, exist also in the in-patients 
wards. and it is not to be denied that a linguistic bar, if not fatal, is a 
serious hindrance to effective medical treatment. Beyond this, what the 
opponents to the Jewish Hospital scheme overlook -is the sentimental 
side of the question which cannot logically be ignored—the yearning of the 
Jewish sick to be with Jews— if it must be to breathe their last amid Jewish 
surroundings. There is no necessity to labour this point. It is impossible 
to exaggerate the depth and _ intensity of this sentiment among 
our people—a sentiment which is perfectly natural and assuredly 
not to be deprecated. The large number of Jewish hospitals existing 
in other countries—even in up-to-date America—is irrefragable evidence 
that these institutions respond to a great longing which lies deep down 
in the Jewish temperament. In the present case, however, there 
appears to us to be no necessity for a Jewish hospital as an entirely 
independent charity. A hospital established as a branch of the London 
Hospital, but a branch devoted to Jewish patients who desire a 
Jewish environment, would probably well meet the case. This would avoid 
rivalry between the two institutions and give to the Jewish hospital its 
best chance of successfal work. The parent hospital and its offspring 
would each be the complement of the other. At the moment, this con- 
summation does not appear to be within reach, and it is clear from 
the numbers and enthusiasm of last Mondays meeting that the 
project of a Jewish hospital may be carried through without some arrange- 
ment of this sort—which would, in some respects, be regrettable. The

In the report of the recent meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies it 
was stated that a community of Jews in Gateshead threatened to perform 
marriages without the legal consent of the Chief Rabbi. The Board of 
Deputies built a golden bridge by arranging that the marriage registrar of 
the older synagogue should attend the other place of worship 
to certify marriages when necessary. As a way out of the 
specific difficulty it seems reasonable enough, but this does

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
[From our Correspondents. | 
VIENNA, January 24. 
INTERESTING WILL SUIT. 

The Budapest Court of Appeal has recently been considering an interest- 
ing suit. In January, 1893, the daughter of an orthodox Jew married out of 
the faith. On the death of her father, eleven years later, it was found that he 
had disinherited her on this ground. The daughter contested the will, but 
was unsuccessful in the two lower courts. The Court of Appeal reversed this 
decision, and in its judgment stated that the daughter's marriage had been 
contracted in accordance with all the requirements of the law of the land, 
and she could not be disinherited as it was not legal to place restrictions on 
the marriage of responsible persons. It should be added in explanation of 
this suit that under Austrian law children have a claim to a certain propor- 
tion of the property bequeathed by their parents, 


CONVERSION TO JUDAISM—MADNESS? 

In Galicia, where forcible baptisms of Jewish children are of frequent 
occurrence, it sometimes happens that Christians experience the desire to 
join the Jewish fold. In such cases all the machinery of Government is set 
in motion to prevent the conversion. Recently a fourteen-year-old Christian 
lad in Lemberg applied to the authorities to be registered as a member of 
the Jewish community. The Magistrate declined the application and ordered 
an enquiry into the lad’s mental condition. The enquiry naturally resulted 
in a report that the lad could not be aware of the consequences of his act, 
and the court dismissed the suit. The boy's history is interesting. He is the 
son of a Christian father and a Jewish mother who had, however, been 
baptised before her marriage. The union was from the first an unhappy one, 
and the woman was shamefully ill-treated by her husband. She left him and 
removed with her infant child to the house of her Jewish parents, where 
the boy was given a purely Jewish education. When the child had reached 
the legal age at which the choice of faith is allowed by law (14) he desired 
formally to enter the Jewish communion. The Galician authorities, who are 
not to be moved when the forcible baptism of a Jewish girl is in question, 
refused to agree to the lad’s natural and legitimate request, 

PERSONAL. 

Prof. Dr. Ignaz Goldzilier, of Budapest, has been elected an honorary 
member of the Helsingfors Finn-Ugri Society. It has not transpired whether 
Prof. Goldziher would be admitted if he went to Helsingfors. He shares with 
Dr. Bernhard Kunkassi the distinction of having rendered inestimable 
services in the investigation of the Finn-Ugri dialect and the origins of the 
Finnish people. 

Herr Moriz Tauber, General Inspector of Posts and Telegraphs, has com- 
pleted forty years in the State service. He was responsible for establishing 
direct communication between London and Budapest and for bringing the 
Eastern countries into the telegraph system. 

The recent eleetions for the Town Council of Kaposvar (Hungary) -had some 
interesting results. Nine of the successful 28 candidates are Jews, and at 
the head of the poll was the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Emanuel Herzog, who received 
355 out of 370 votes recorded, as all the three opposing parties, the Catholie 
Club included, had adopted him as their candidate.

The family of the late Prof. Dr. Horaz Krasnopolski have given 45,000 
kronen to endow four scholarships to be awarded annually to two Jewish and 
two Christian students.

THE QUEEN AT A JEWISH CHARITY. 


Queen Leonore, who has already won her way to the hearts of the 
Bulgarian people, is indefatigable in works of charity and benevolence for 
the benefit of the sick and poor, without distinction of race and creed. Last 
week she communicated by telephone with the President of the Jewish com- 
munity in Sofia and informed him that in the course of the week she proposed 
paying a visit to the Jewish school in order to inspect the arrangements made 
for providing mid-day meals for the poor pupils. Her Majesty was acclaimed 
wita the greatest enthusiasm by the entire Jewish community. She was 
received at the entrance to the school by the Chief Rabbi, by the President of 
the community, the President of the school, and some lady members of the 
Dinner Committee. After various presentations Her Majesty proceeded to 
the dining-room, where she was received by the wife of the Chief Rabbi who 
read an address of welcome and handed the Queen a bouquet. Her Majesty 
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graciously expressed her thanks and then entered the girls’ classrooms > 
where she was greeted with a hymn of welcome. In the boys school she was 
received with the singing of Baruch Haba, which the Director translated for 
the Queen into French. Subsequently the children sat down to dinner, 
during which the Wueen inspected the kitchen and tasted the food. She 
made several enquiries concerning the aptitude of the pupils, and expressed 
her satisfaction with all she had seen, and particularly with the healthy 
appearance of the children. She expressed the hope that it might he possible 
to erect a proper dining-hall instead of utilising the classrooms. The ¢ hief 
Rabbi thereupon requested Her Majesty to give her patronage to a ball which 
is shortly to be held in aid of this objeet, and she readily consented, She 
listened to the Hebrew grace recited by one of the boys, and complimented 
him on his clear enunciation. The Director of the school thanked the Queen 
for her presence and encouragement, and Her Majesty in reply congratulated 
him on the excellence of the charitable work performed at the school. On 
leaving the building the Queen was again loudly cheered by a large crowd.

THE RUSSIAN LOAN. 

At the sitting of the Chamber of Deputies, last Thursday, M. Rouanet, 
Socialist Deputy for the Seine, submitted a motion to the effect that the 
Government should not authorise the issue in France of foreign State loans 
without having indicated to Parliament the precautions taken to safeguard 
national interests. His motion had reference to the Russian loan, and, amid 
the applause of the Extreme Left, M. Rouanet declared that the interests of 
France were compromised when it lent money to such a Government as that 
of Russia. With the fine courage which he showed on former occasions in 
defending the Jews in Algeria and Roumania he added, “I reproach the 
French Government with having given to Russian polities the funds of which 
it stands in need, for the organisation of bands of Black Hundreds, 
which make many parts of Russia desolate, and to pay the organisers of 
pogroms and massacres of Jews.” On account of the international relations 
between France and Russia, and particularly in this period of European 
tension, M. Rouanet’s proposition was not carried. In fact, only about one 
hundred members—those of the Advanced Left—voted for it. But it is to be 
regretted that the Jewish Deputies voted against the motion. As repre- 
sentatives of a nation allied to Russia, their position may have impressed on 
them to a certain degree the necessity for the rejection of the motion, but 
did not the massacres of their fellow-Jews impose on them the duty of at least 
abstaining from voting ? 


MR. WILLIAM SELIGMAN ON THE PERSECUTION OF 
JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 

Mr. William Seligman, who, as the oldest member and Honorary President, 
is every year the principal speaker at the meetings of the American Chamber 
of Commerce in Paris, never loses an opportunity of commenting on events 
during the year which have favoured religious tolerance and on others which 
have violated it. At the recent annual banquet, which was attended hy the 
United States Ambassador in-Paris and the principal members of the American 
Colony, he referred to the election of the new President of the United States, 
and added :—* This election has greatly interested the entire world and has 
caused feelings of joy to all liberal-minded men, and of hope to the oppressed 
and down-trodden, for the continuation of our Republic and our repablican 
institutions means the approaching death knell of autocratism, despotism 
and persecution. Most important and cheering are the facts, politics and 
religion were entirely separated, and that the word ‘religion’ was hardly 
ever mentioned or taken advadtage of by either party. The partisans of all 
religions or sects voted according to their political opinions regardless of 
religion.” Commenting on the situation of the Jews in Roumania, Mr. Seligman 
said :—“ Owing to the ambition of several Governments, whether justified or 
not, the Treaty of Berlin has been entirely ignored and many of the great 
powers insist upon its observance. It is, however, strange that before the 
ink of the signatures of the Berlin Treaty was hardly dry, the Treaty was 
broken; and the great Powers did nothing to prevent its faithless and 
disloyal circumvention, excepting one great nation which was not a member 
of the Berlin Conference, and, therefore, could go no further than to protest, 
in the name of justice and humanity, against injustice and faithlessness. 
This nation was the United States of America.” 


THE FUTURE OF LIBERAL JUDAISM. 

Abbe Bricout, who, last November, in the Revue du Clergé Francais, of 
which he is Editor, devoted an article to the Jewish reform movement in 
France, again discusses the subject from the critical standpoint in the issue 
of January 15th. After having developed the objections raised against the 
Liberals by Conservative Jews—objections which do not appear to him 
to be conclusive—the writer affirms that in various countries, such as 
England, Germany and America, the reform movement is spreading 
and he asks whether this new form of Judaism is not destined to become “ the 
religion of the twentieth century.” Certainly, says Abbe Bricout, Reform 
Jews will not make conquests among Catholics whose religion is “ authorata- 
tive,” and satisfies the heart as wellas the mind, whereas Liberal Judaism is only 
“rational,” although in its dogma and philosophy there is “ something simple 
and grand.” But it is not improbable that a fusion may be effected between 
Liberal Judaism and Protestantism by mutual conéessions, and that they will 


forma liberal Judeo-Christianity. Ifthe Jews, the writer declares, were less 


unpopular, if the liberal Jews could find another appellation than that of 
Hebraism or Judaism to designate their religion, if they could discover a 
happy term which does not evoke the idea of a race, a nation or a too remote 
past, they would have excellent prospects of recruiting adherents among 
liberal Christians who are to some extent in accord with them and also among 
more or less religious spirits, who admit the necessity of public worship, but 
have a horror of dogmatism and of the Protestant or Catholic Credo. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


At the meeting just held of the Societé des Amis du Musée du Louvre, 


M. Koechlin read a paper on the important donations made to the Gallery of 
National Art of France by the Rothschild family. He specially mentioned the 
gifts of Italian paintings by Baroness Nathaniel, the bequest of religious 
objects by Baron Adolphe, of a Reynolds by Baroness Alphonse, and the 
treasure of Boscoreale by Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 

The Academy of Medicine took cognisance at its last meeting of a series 
of new works by Dr. Alexander Marmorek relative to the action of its anti- 
tuberculous§ serum, which have appeared in France and abroad. These 
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publications, to the number of ninety-three, contain observations on nearly 
1 {00 eases of different forms of tuberculosis from the slightest to the most 
_opious, In sixty-five per cent. favourable results were noted, and in seventy- 
wo per cent, the action of the serum was successful in cases of surgical 
-ybereulosis. All who had these cases under observation confirmed the 
wTensive character of the serum. 

The Faculty of Medicine of Paris has awarded the Lacaze Prize of 
1.000 franes to Dr. Leon Bernard, of Paris, for his works on tuberculosis. 
‘Typ, Baron Henri de Rothschild established some time ago in different parts 
af Paris, under the name of “Oeuvre philanthropique du vin,” wine shops, 
where liquors of excellent quality are sold at very low prices. The profits 
. distributed among charitable institutions. This undertaking has aroused 
‘ie ire of the wine merchants in the city who, through their Chamber, have 

‘tacked it as an unfair competition, while they deny its philanthropic 
eharacter. But-the Tribunal of Commerce of the Seine has just rejected the 

‘ion brought before it and in its judgment has aflirmed the humanitarian 
-hapacter of Baron Rothschild’s organisation.

CONSTANTINOPLE, January 24. 
M. NAHOUM ELECTED CHIEF RABBI. 


The National Assembly, which was convoked from all parts of the Empire 
for the definite election of a Chief Rabbi of Turkey, met to-day. By a very 
large majority, M. Haim Nahoum, the Acting Haham 
Bashi, was elected Chief Rabbi. The enthusiasm of 
the Jews in the city at the result is indescribable. 


Rabbi Nahoum is thirty-six vears of age and was 
born in Magnesia, near Smyrna. In his youth his 
parents sent him to Tiberias, where he learnt Arabic, 
which he knows very well. He next studied the 
Talmud, and later he entered a superior Government 
School in Smyrna. After having completed his course 
there he came to Constantinople to study law. Being 
desirous of entering the ministry, he requested the 
lamented Grand Rabbin of France, M. Zadoe Kahn, to 
secure his admission to the Rabbinical Seminary in 
Paris, and some of the leading men there contributed 
to the necessary expenses. M. Nahoum pursued his 
studies at the seminary with great success, and the 
Central Committee of the Alliance Israelite Univer- 
selle greatly interested itself inthim. M. Nahoum then entered the School 
of Oriental Languages and studied there for several years. After 
having obtained his diploma as Rabbi, the Alliance took him into 
its service and sent him to Constantinople as a teacher at its own 
Jewish SCIMINArY, and as teacher of Jewish history In some of its elementary 
schools, For some time he was teacher of French at the Superior School of 
Military Engineering. He was head of the mission sent by the Alliance in 
May of last vear to enquire into the state of our coreligtonists, the Falashas, 
in Abyssinia. An interview on the subject of his mission appeared in our 
issue of August 7th. In August, he was elected locum tenens of the Chief

THE CONFERENCE OF THE POLISH RABBIS. 

The Rabbinical Conference at Warsaw terminated with a loval demon- 
Stration. New Year greetings were sent to M. Stolypin, to the Governors of 
the Polish provinces, and to the Warsaw authorities, to which some of them 
(including M. Stolypin and the Governor of Siedlee), cordially replied, 
The Chief of the Wawa police received a deputation of the Rabbis. The 
proposal to ask the Government to grant the Rabbis the right to punish 
religious transgressors was finally rejected. The Rabbis resolved to meet 
again in six months’ time, 

A strong anti-Jewish agitation, believed to be eonnected with the con- 
ference, has lately been carried on at Warsaw. Pogrom literature, calling 
upon the population to attack our coreligionists, has been freely distributed 
in the streets, 


THE GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS.

The Ministry of the Interior has sent out circulars to all veterinary 
authorities inviting them to pronounce their opinions on Shechita. Their 
replies are awaited at St. Petersburg, where early Government action in the 
matter is anticipated.

The peasants, incited by the 
Real Russians, assembled at the market place in order to organise a pogrom 
against the “Jewish assassins.” Happily, the police disclosed the fact 
that the author of the crime was a Russian, and the angry crowd dispersed. 


ABDUCTION OF A JEWISH GIRL. 


Another Jewish girl, aged fifteen, has been abducted by a Catholic priest 
at Warsaw. All efforts to reeover the victim from his hands have so far 
proved fruitless, as the priest refuses to see her parents and friends and 
does not reply to any communications. 


A CHARACTERISTIC DECISION. 

The Homel Town Council has carried out its threat and resolved to per- 
mit only those Jews to open their shops on Sundays for two hours who trade 
on Saturdays for the same length of time. 

RECRUITING AMONGST JEWS. 

Our coreligionists of Mostovje, in the province of Cherson, have 
endeavoured for a long period to keep the authorities posted as to the death 
and emigration of all Jews liable for military service. Asa result of their 
experiment and of the readiness of the local registrars to assist them in their 
work, no Jewish recruits have been missing in their district for the last 
few years.

AUSTRALIA. 


[from Our Correspondent. } 

There was a very large attendance at the Great Synagogue on Sunday 
afternoon, December 20th, to participate in the celebration of Chanucah, now 
firmly established by Rabbi Cohen in this city; but it was noticed 

Sydney. that the members of the congregation itself was in a minority. 
This was attributed partly to the attractions of outdoor recreation 

on asunny Sunday, from which the churches of all denominations in Sydney 
suffer so much; and from the stolid conservatism so strikingly evident in this 
young country, which renders it most difficult to turn people bere out of their 
accustomed rut, once the freshness of any innovation has passed off. It is this 
apathetic inertness which prejudices the progress of all new movements in 
Australia ; and while among the Jews a larger percentage perhaps than in any 
other community are more or less regular attendants at the religious gather- 
ings of their people, the indifferent are perhaps harder to stir into active 
interest than among those officially associated with other denominations. 
There was, however, a notable Gentile element in the assemblage at this 
Chanucah serviee, and these visitors, who had been especially considered 
in the large amount of it that was conducted in the vernacular, and in the full 
English translation printed as the Order of Serviee, followed the celebration 
with absorbed interest. The confirmees presented on this occasion, after 
undergoing the required course of religious instruction, included thirteen 
girls and four boys, between the ages of fifteen and seventeen. The girls, who 
presented a dainty- appearance in their white dresses and veils, could have 
been easily augmented, it is understood, had the preparation 
been less severe, but in Sydney, as elsewhere, most Jewish lads are 
permitted to consider that the smatterings acquired for the Barmitzvah 
ceremony is a,sufficient modicum of instruction in Judaism. Our Rabbi 
has made strenuous efforts to effect an improvement in this respect, but 
the indifference of the average parent appears beyond \his: power to 
overcome so far. The beautiful prayer recited by the Confirmees, preceded 
and followed by choral meditations, produced a deep effect. The story of 
the institution of Chanucah having been read from the First Book of Maceca- 
bees, the ordinary evening service was chorally rendered; and the lights 
having been kindled, the 30th Psalm was chanted by the choir to a very 
melodious arrangement prepared by Rabbi Cohen's versatile skill. The 
gifted vocalists who lead our choir were in fine form in their solos and duet, 
but it is no detraction from them to say that those of the worshippers who 
had been present in the previous year missed the artistic singing which 
Mrs. F. L. Cohen had contributed on the former occasion. The service then 
proceeded on familiar lines with the prayer for the King (Lieutenant Phillips, 
of.the Ist Lancers, son of the President, opening the Ark), followed by the 
sermon, Mooz Tsur, and the National Anthem. Rabbi Cohen was eloquent on 
the debt which Christians and Moslems, as well as Jews, owed to the valour 


of the Maccabees and their zeal for the preservation, uncontaminated, of . 


ethical religion. He emphasised the small share which political considera- 
tions had in prompting the uprising of the Hasmoneans ; and while in the 
well-known rhetorical figure he deprecated any allusion to the phase of 
Commonwealth politics which had unfavourably affected Australian readiness 
for defence, and delayed the practical consideration of the introduction of 
the universal defensive training recently resolved upon, he made clear the 
interest of Jews in the strength of the British Empire, and the particularly 
grievious outlook for them if Australia ran any danger of falling into the 
hands of any revolutionary power influenced by anti-Semitic tendencies. 
He then concluded with an exhortation to his young pupils on the example 
Maccabean fortitude set to them. 

Lieut.-Col. Lee, D.S.O., of the Instructional Staff, was in charge of the 
parade ; and at his suggestion the Rabbi again addressed the military before 
they were dismissed. He alluded in a happy manner to the good comradeship 
among British soldiers of all creeds and races, which had invariably brought 
Gentile comrades to every one of the numerous military services he had con- 
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docted for his Jewish brethren under arms. Altogether there were present 
spout eight officers and forty-six of other ranks, of whom not more than two- 
‘hinds, if as many, were Jews, but practically every Jewish sailor and soldier 
. the district put in an appearance. Col. Kirkland, commanding the St. 
coeorge'’s Rifles, who was also present, expressed the opinion that if the 
-opemonial could be organised entirely as a military fanction, and as such 
uiequately notified to all concerned, the State Militia and Volunteers would 
probably attend in numbers sufficient to fill the building by themselves. It 
.~ not likely, however, that this will be done; for the troops have other oppor- 
‘ynities of church parade, and the Rabbi has more than once stated the high 
syportance he attaches to Chanucah as an opportunity for the religious 
dedication of the young, particularly as it occurs here at midsummer, 
jmultaneously with the completion of the school year. 

Profound sympathy has been evoked throughout our community in New 
South Wales with the numerous relatives of the late Mr. Benn W. Levy who 
are resident in Sydney. The families of Levy and Cohen have a long and 
most honourable record in New South Wales for public activity and religious 
yes, and the venerable mother of the deceased is in particular universally 
loved and revered here for her deep piety and unceasing and unrestricted 
henevolenee, 
the Sydney congregation in London. He rendered it many valuable services 
uid spared no efforts in its interests, and his ever-ready attention to the 
details constantly being referred to him are remembered with grateful

THE JEWISH COLONIES. 


| have been favoured with an interview with the Rev. Dr. Herman 
Abramowitz, of the Shaar Hashomayim Synagogue, Montreal, on “ The Jewish 
Agricultural Colonies in Canada.” Dr. Abramowitz has always 
actively interested himself in Jewish agriculturists, and when 
your representative called on him, he said he would be most 
pleased to tell his experiences. He said: | have just returned from a trip 
which Lundertook at the request of the Canadian Committee of the Jewish 
Colonisation Association. IL inspected their colonies, and I also visited some 
other colonies which have been established without their aid. The first 
colony | visited was Hirsch (Sask.), which has a population of fifty families, 
who each own one-quarter section, 160 acres, or more, of land. The colony

has three school buildings, but, until recently, only two of these were used | 
The third building was not used for anything, but while. 


forschool purposes, 
in Hirsch Lorganised a Young People’s Society, who will give lectures and 
other entertainments there, and during the important holidays it will serve 
as a place of worship. The number of Jewish children attending school is 
thirty-tive, these being children of other denominations taught besides those 
mentioned, The schools are maintained by a Government grant. 

(uappelle, which I visited next, is a much larger colony, there 
being nearly 200 families farming around this centre. These people 
have among them, in the person of Mr. J. Bolocan, the only 
Jewish Justice of the Peace in the North-West. This colony is a 
most progressive one, and. a delegation will shortly arrive’ in 
Montreal from them, as they wish the assistance of the Ica in 
obtaining a Hebrew teacher for their children, and they also need the 
lca to assist in the building of a cheese factory for turning their milk into 
cheese for export. They are all housed very comfortably in nice roomy 
farmhouses, and they have large and commodious barns and other farm 
buildings. They all carry on wheat raising after the most modern methods, 
but are coming to the conclusion that the future of the country will not 
depend alone on its ability to raise an enormous quantity of wheat, but also 
on its cattle, sheep, and other stock, and their products. They are becoming 
interested in dairying and stock raising, and are fully aware of the advan- 
tages of using pure bred stock for breeding purposes. During my visit to 
(Juappelle, elections were taking place, and it was most interesting to note 
the lively interest shown by all in the various political issues. They con- 
ducted their meetings as if to the manner born, and they are very evenly 
divided as to their vote, some being on one side, some on the other, and they 
have all developed into excellent Canadian citizens. 


lalso visited the independent colonies at Oxbow and Medicine Hat, , 


which each consist of about 30 families, and are ia a most flourishing condi- 
tion. What to me is the most interesting part of it all is the fact that they 
are all quite content to earna humble and honest livelihood on a farm rather 
than live in a.eity. I have also been interested, together with some of the 
members of my congregation, in aiding Jewish farmers in the immediate 
_heighbourhood of Montreal. These farmers are scattered round the province 
within a radius of ninety miles of Montreal, in various small groups. The 
lurming in this part of Canada is entirely different from that out West, the 
country being covered with virgin forest, which has to be cleared before any 
crops can be raised. The crops planted are usually vegetables for sale in the 
city, and dairying is also a very-important part of their work. I recently 
Visited Macaza, a small village in the mountains north of Montreal, where 
there is a colony of about twenty Jewish farmers. They are at present 
clearing the land, and we have succeeded in finding a market for the lumber 
thus obtained, and have assisted them in other ways. We intend extending 
our assistance to various other small colonies within a short time. My 
experiences have convinced me of the fact that the Jew has within him all 
the qualities of a suecessful tiller of the soil, as well as those of a successful 


nan of business.

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Dr. LEOPOLD KAHN, Vienna. 


It is with the deepest regret we record the sudden death, on Friday 
evening last, at the age of 51, of Dr. Leopold Kahn, of Vienna. The deceased, 
who was born at Suezawa in Bukovina, 
practised as an advocate. He was a promi- 
nent Zionist, having been one of the mem- 
bers of the “Inner Actions Committee” 

the Chief Executive Committee—on the 
formation of the movement, remaining a 
member of that body until the removal of 
the headquarters of the organisation to 
Cologne subsequent to the death of Dr. 
Herzl. Dr. Leopold Kahn one 
of “Dr. Herzl’s most trusted lieutenants. 
An excellent Hebraist, Dr. Kahn possessed 
an extensive knowledge of Jewish people 
in Eastern Europe—their wants = and 
their aspirations. The deceased was 
a ready and effective speaker, never 
failing to point his observations with 
clever and witty stories and «similes, 
either drawn from, or based upon Tal- 
mudic and other Hebrew literature, of 
which he had a good acquaintance. 
The late Dr. Leopold Kahn. He leaves a widow, a distinguished and 
highly educated lady, who is also closely 
identified with Zionistic work. Always genial and hearty, he will be sadly 
missed at Zionist gatherings, and his memory will long be cherished by a 
large circle of colleagues, co-workers and friends. The funeral took place 
on Sunday at the Jewish cemetery in Vienna, where Dr. Kahn's friend and 
leader was also laid to rest. Addresses were delivered by several Zionists 
including Herr Krementezky and Dr. Oscar Marmorek—the only surviving 
members of Dr. Herzl’s “ Fiinfer Ausschuss’"’—who represented the Actions 
Committee at the graveside. 
AN APPRECIATION. 

Zionism <has suffered a severe loss through the sudden death of 
Dr. Leopold Kahn. To his life-work he brought a persistence and 
rich knowledge, which raised him to a high professional status, and he built 
up a large practice. His work was always marked by inside information and 
intimate knowledge of affairs. From the outset of Zionist activity in Vienna 
he identified himself with the movement and was soon elected a member of 
the Inner Actions Committee, on which he was active till the death of Dr. 
Herzl. His remarkable energy, coupled with a power of convincing speech, 
which won for him a conspicuous place in connection, not only with the affairs 
of the central leading body, but in a wider area of propaganda, caused him to 
be known as one of the most prominent champions of Zionism in Austria. 
Amid his busy practice he was constantly accessible for party affairs. Over 
and jabove his skill, his eloquence and his knowledge as a lawyer, he carried 
into his work the old Jewish esprit of his native place, the old-fashioned 
Jewish centre where he was brought up. Being a-good Hebraist, he showed 
a special predilection and a remarkable ability for schemes and works con- 
cerning Jewish culture. He took a prominent part in the organisation of 
Hebrew lectures and Hebrew-speaking societies in Vienna, and had been con- 
cerned in the publication of some Hebrew pamphlets of an educational 
character. During the last two or three years he did not belong to the 
official representatives of Zionism in Vienna, but he was, nevertheless, 
greatly esteemed by the old members of the organisation as one of the first 
and most arduous workers. N.S. 


Herr Joseph Schonfeld, of Hamburg, died there on the 20th inst. His 
funeral took place last Sunday, at the Jewish Cemetery in the Grindel. He 
was Vice-Chairman of the Jewish community, and President of the Temple 
(Reformed) community. He was a member of the Board of Administration of 
the Jewish community for upwards of twenty years, and an active member 
of many Jewish communal institutions, on whose Boards he worked with zeal. 
All these institutions were represented at the funeral, which was also 
attended on behalf of the Senate by Senator Refard.

The Mission of Israel. 
INTERESTING SYMPOSIUM. 


Under the auspices of the Stoke Newington Jewish Literary Society, a 
symposium on “The Mission of Israel” was held at the Synagogue Class- 
rooms, Shacklewell Lane, on Sunday. Those contributing to the symposium 
were Miss Nettie Adler, Dr. Samuel Daiches, the Rey. Harris Cohen and Mr, 
Paul Goodman. The Rey. Professor Dr. HERMANN GOLLANCZ presided. 

The Social Aspect. 

Miss ADLER read the first paper on “The Mission of Israel in Social 
Effort.” Inthe course of her remarks, she said that it had always seemed to 
her that too little attention had been devoted in the past to some of the 
questions which should be raised in considering the practical aspect of 
Israel's Mission, that while our great writers and preachers on Jewish 
ethies had often expressed in’ very beautiful and moving language the 
spiritual aims of that mission, they had emphasised less forcibly the practical 
means by which those ideas should be given to the world. Perhaps it was 
for this reason that writers of other faiths had not infrequently ignored that 
great code of social morality which was to be found both in the Penta- 
teuch and the Prophets. It was a simple code of ethics, and yet its 
very simplicity made it more difficult of realisation. How did it 
touch us in our complex system of civilisation? In one branch 
of social effort Israel had set an example of practical devotion 
both in the past and in the present. Through all vicissitudes, 
charity, generous and kindly, had always been wrought. This charity had 
often been pioneer work, and it had been done without any self-conscious- 
ness, without any sense of the fulfilment of a mission. It seemed right to 
enquire whether some definite and conscious aim was not desirable, whether 
the time had not come when some closer bond of fellowship should not unite 
all those who were endeavouring to realise in social service something of 
what Israel’s mission might mean. For the Jewish social worker had not 
concerned himself greatly with the root causes of misery. In England, at 
least, he had never been a great idealist. We had had no Marx or Lassalle. 
Perhaps that was why we sometimes found such anomalies as the generous 
philanthropists who did not pay their workers a living wage, but provided 
for country holidays or against sickness for them. We saw others who gave 
large sums to hospitals, but fought hard against municipal expenditure 
which, through efficient locomotion, better housing and the adequate medical 
treatment of sehool-children, might help to close the hospitals of the future. 
Others, again, would aid generously clubs and other preventive institutions, 
and yet inveighed against wise expenditure on education. And, worst of all, 
there was the unhappy type that was at ease in Zion, which neither gave nor 
thohght and was only galvanised into political activity to fight some reform 
which he feared might touch in the end his own pocket. Should Israel, inthe 
furtherance of his mission, not seek to help those movements which aimed at 
bringing a little nearer a golden age of peace, of mutual aid, of beauty and 
truth? Israel's mission was still to our own people. She quoted from 
reports of factory inspectors to show how Jews violated the laws of the land 
and of righteousness. We should strive to overcome our.own deficiencies so 
that having realised our own ideal we could give our message to the nations, 


The National Aspect. 


Dr. DAICHES spoke next on the theme “Israel can fulfil its mission only as 
a nation in Palestine.” He said that the mission of Israel must be con- 
sidered not as that of individuals but as that of a nation, a mission 
of great transformations, of revelations divine that might reach 
every human being in every corner of the earth. History pointed to 
Israel's world-mission and the proof was to be found in Israel's consciousness. 
He contested the view that Jsrael's mission could best be fulfilled in the 
dispersion. Israel had only produced its great men and world-transforming 
ideas in Palestine. Israel's captivities were chapters in Israel's decline, 
There was no country to-day in which Israel was fully free, fully able to 
develop its faculties. There was no mission in oppression, there was no 
mission in dispersion. A free, independent, creative Israel did not exist, and 
only a free, independent, creative nation could fulfil a mission. If Israel was 
fulfilling any mission to-day it was not the present Israel that was doing so, 
but the Israel of the past, the Israel of Palestine. Israel's task at present 
must be to prepare himself for the mission. 


Israe] in Dispersion. 


The Rev. HARRIS COMEN read the next paper on “The Mission of Israel 
in Dispersion.” He said that he did not suggest that the mission of Israel 
could only be fulfilled in the dispersion, he merely contested the view that it 
could have no mission in the diaspora. He believed that Israel had been 
scattered for a definite object and that object was to proclaim to the 
world the Unity of God, and to teach and develop in man all that was 
holy and noble in his nature. That influence cogld only be exer- 
essed by direct contact. He believed that Israel was the better for his 
captivity, and he advanced testimony to the fact that, after the exile, the 
heathen nations were very receptive to Jewish ideas. Even in lands where 
the Jew was down-trodden, hated and reviled, his presence had an ennobling 
influence, and though suffering he was silently fulfilling his mission. Man- 
kind had always ill-treated its benefactors. The world had derived from the 
Jew its ideas of God, its finest examples of family-life, of charity. Thus, in 
the lands of dispersion the Jew had a high mission. Wherever he was, he 
was by the will of God to do God's work on earth. 


Israel as a World Force. 


Mr. PAUL GOODMA® read the last paper on “Israel as a World Force.” 
He said that his task was to attempt to egplain not what the Mission of 
Israel ought to be, but what it actually was. The unique distinction 
of Israel lay less in what he did than in what he was. Whether we were 
better or worse than our neighbours in this or that respect could not be 
turned into a matter of fundamental importance. But the Mission of Israel 
was unassailable as a world-force—a force in which we were the agents rather 
than the principals, in which we played a part unconscious to ourselves, too 
often against our own will, and the affects of which were conditioned 
by circumstances beyond ourselves. The fact that Jews had survived 
unexampled vicissitudes both in duration and intensity, was one of the 
most patent evidences of the reign of law in history, He showed 
the effects of the destruction of the Jewish Commonwealth and of 
the power of Hellenism, which could not be grasped by the people 
of those times, who could not foresee the consequences their own 
attitude and actions entailed upon the future development and religious 
evolution of the whole human race. The Jewish mission was being fulfilled 
in part by the great Christian churches, one of which worshipped a Jew and 
the other a Jewess, and by Islam, which promulgated the Jewish idea of 
Monotheism. The trend of modern civilisation was a return to Jewish ideas, 
which were a witness of the superiority of mind over matter. We were the 
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nonconformists of the world, a living proof that God was not on the side of 
the big battalions. Without empty pride, Jews might regard themselves as 
the trustees of great spiritual ideals. 

\ brief discussion followed the papers. 

rie CHAIRMAN said that he thought the great Jewish failing was lack of 
ootration, and the exaggeration of ‘the petty.

A Notable Anniversary. 
JACOB FRANKLIN, 


Language purists have latterly been waxing merry over the statement, 
which has appeared in more than one journal of repute, that the year 1909 is 
a year of anniversaries. Nevertheless, in spite of the 
looseness of phraseology, the assertion may be allowed to 
pass. Our own community is not without its anniver- 
saries. The Board of Guardians is about to celebrate its 
jubilee, and it is a pious duty which falls to our lot this 
week to recall the fact that next Tuesday is the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of the late Mr.Jacob Franklin. To 
the Jubilee number of the Jewish Chronicle, eighteen years 
ago, the late Mr. Asher lL. Mvers contributed a memoir 
of Mr. Franklin, and his article, together with a number 
of Mr. Franklin's letters, serve as the material for the 
present sketch. 

Jacob Franklin, many readers will need to be 
reminded, was the founder of the Voice of Jacob, which playeda not inglorious 
role in the annals of the Anglo-Jéwish Press,and he became subsequently one 
of the most prominent contributors to the Jewish Chronicle at the time when 
its columns were enlivened with the witty and cloquent letters of “ Nemo,” 
the late Rev. A, L. Green. 5. 

Mr. Franklin was born at Portsmouth when that town was stil agog with 
excitement through fear of the Napoleonic invader, and his father, Abraham 


Mr. Jacob Franklin. 


Franklin, was among the volunteers who shouldered a musket and prepared 


to repel the Corsican from these shores. When Jacob was still a lad the 
family removed to Liverpool, and subsequently to Manchester, where the 
Franklin house soon became a centre of useful public work. Abraham Franklin 
was a man of sterling character and deep religious convictions, which he 
instilled into his children, and Jacob, young as he was, appears to have 
oo dueted a religion class which was held at the house every Sunday. He 
became creatly interested in educational matters and the Jews’ School grew 
out of the little class which he initiated. His sister Sarah and himself were 
the first teachers and his brother, the late Isaac Franklin, acted as Hon. 
Secretary till his death, Inspired by Brougham and Birkbeck he established 
one of the earliest mechanics’ institutes in the country and taught in an 
honorary capacity grammar and mathematies. He was a lucid instructor and 
his fluency as a teacher was in marked contrast to his limited powers as a 
public speaker. At first an optician, he subsequently became an eXpert at 
figures and was auditor to several railways and public institutions, and was 
acknowledged as an authority on Indian finance. He was an advocate of the 
metric system and decimal coinage, and wrote pamphlets on accountancy and 
other subjects. His statistical faculties were of considerable value to 
Jewish public bodies, and he may be said to have laid the foundations for the 
excellent statistical information that is now provided with such fulness by 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, of which his nephew, Mr. Arthur E. Franklin, 
is one of the Treasurers. He shares his uncle's abilities in this respect. 
Jacob Franklin was one of the pioneers in the foundation of Jews’ College, 
and enlisted the sympathies of the leaders of the community for that project. 
He secured the services of several notable people as contributors to his 
journal. Among them was Grace Aguilar, several letters from whom figure 
among the correspondence which Mr. Franklin left at his death. Another 
was Professor Theodores, of Manchester, a trenchant writer and a man of 
great directness of character, who always said what he meant. - Some of his 
private letters to Mr. Franklin are models of forcible English. Mr. 
Franklin did not run the paper for profit, and he used it to support the many 
schemes which he initiated for the welfare of the community. He did not 
mivertise his own services, and thus during his lifetime it was not generally 
known what he had actually accomplished. He did quiet spade-work behind 
the scene, during the struggle for Jewish emancipation. and drew 
up a declaratory minute which he thought might be the means of reconciling 
the opposing parties. He submitted it to several of the leading men engaged 
in the conflict and received a number of interesting replies. One from Mr. 
Gladstone was reproduced in facsimile in the Jubilee number of the Jewish 


Chronicle, and others were given in the paper read last summer before the 


Jewish Historical Society by Mr. Maurice Myers, and subsequently reprinted 
in our columns. He helped to found the Jews’ Infant Schools, and he was 
the moving spirit in an Education Committee of the Board of Deputies. He 
was very active in obtaining cOncessions for Jewish institutions in the 
administration of the Poor Law, and the practical results of his efforts are 
enjoyed by the community to this very day. He was also one of the founders 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association. In his will he left a large sum to be applied 
towards the objects which engaged so much of his time and attention during 
his lifetime. Mr. Myers .wrote truly when he said in his article :—* For 
many years to come our most thoughtful «eommunal workers will be uncon- 
sciously engaged in rearing and completing structures originally planned by 
Jacob Franklin.” Mr. Jacob Franklin's sole surviving brother is Mr. Ellis A. 


Franklin, who can also look back upon a career of communal work and public 


utility, and our readers will share the hope that his gentle presence may 
long be spared to adorn the community.

A Disputed Bequest. 


WILL OF THE LATE MRS. LEWIS HILL. 

In the Chaneery Division, on Saturday, before Mr. Justice Eve, an 
adjourned summons was heard in reference to a bequest made by the lat 
Mrs. Lewis Hill, widow of Mr. Sam Lewis, of £5,000 to the Jewish Maternity 
Institution. There being no institution of that name, claims to the gift 
were put forward on behalf of three separate Jewish charities. In the earlier 
proceedings last June, it was suggested that there might be further claimants, 
and the matter was referred to a Master, who certified in favour of the 
Jewish Lying-in Charity Society. A further claim was now advanced by the 
Sick-Room Helps Society and Nurses’ Home. 

Mr. A. R. INoreN, K.C., who appeared for the executors of the late Mrs, 
Hill, said that the legacy was to found a ward called the Sarah Davis Ward, in 
memory of the deceased lady's mother. The three original claimants to the 
legacy were the Jewish Lying-in Charity Society, the Victoria Memoria! 
Manchester Jewish Hospital and the Spanish and Portuguese Jewish Hospital. 

Mr. A. M. Lanapon, K.C.— Mr. Norman Bentwich with him-—(instructed by 
Mr. Albert Solomon), on behalf of the Sick-Room Helps Society and Nurses’ 
Home. submitted that the Master's certificate should be varied soas to give 
that institution the whole legacy. The charity was one of the greatest im- 
portance, and corresponded to the description in the will, and being, he con 
tended, the only institution which was ina position to carry out the object of 
the bequest, was entitled, on the cy pres principle, to the legacy. 

After further argument, Mr. INGPEN said that the executors felt that it 
his Lordship thought that the money ought to be divided up among the 
applicants, the trustees were of opinion that the Queen Charlotte's Lying-in 
Hospital should have it to be expended on Jewish maternity cases only. 

In giving jadgment, his Lornvsuir said: In this case the testatrix, a lady 
of great wealth and corresponding benevolence, bequeathed a sam of 5,000 
to the Jewish Maternity Institution. The executors, on inquiry, found 
that there was no institution bearing that name, and took steps to ascertain 
whether there was any institution answering that description. In reply to 
their inquires, three institutions claimed the fund, and the executors then 
issued this summons. In that state of things the matter was brought 
before me in June last, and in the course of the argument another institution 
was mentioned as a possible claimant, and, thinking that by deciding the 
case then I might be excluding the institution most nearly answering the 
description, | made an order directing an inquiry, and the Master made a 
certificate that the Jewish Lying-in Charity Society was the institution 
meant. It appeared on the evidence that the testatrix first became acquainted 
with that society in 1900, and from that date to her death continued to 
subseribe to it, and that among the Jewish community it was recognised as 
the leading maternity society. So \the matter comes before me, and it is 
quite open to me to discharge the order without substituting another 
claimant. Obviously the Court must have that power. The case came 
before me in the first instance in a state in which it was impossible for me 
to say who was entitled, and this is really the first occasion on which the 
Court has had an opportunity of deciding the question. Dealing first 
with the summons to vary, I must discharge the certificate. On the 
evidence it is impossible to say which, if either, of the institutions 
is entitled. Each can be described as a maternity society, each can 
be described as an institution, and each was subscribed to by the 
testatrix. I hesitate, therefore, to say that the testatrix intended to entrust 
this legacy to either of the claimants, and I must discharge the certificate. 
At the same time I cannot take the further step and give the legacy to the 
Sick Room Helps Society. If I did I should be acting on conjecture. There 
is not a single item in which that society answers the description of the 
Jewish Maternity Institution, and therefore I cannot substitute it for the 
Jewish Lying-in Charity Society. That leaves me in this position, that 
the £5,000 must be applied to purposes intended by the testatrix, and ascheme 
will be brought in by the executors to apply the fund. The costof all parties 
will be paid out of the residuary estate. 

Mr. Stewart Smith, K.C., and Mr. Frank Samuel (instracted by Messrs. 
Gilbert Samuel and Co.) appeared for the Jewish Lying-in Charity, Mr. A. H. 
Jessel, K.C., and Dr. Judah Israel (instructed by Messrs. Lindo and Co.) for 
the Beth Holim, The other parties were also represented by counsel. 

In view of the number of Jews who had to appear in the case, Messrs. 
Gilbert Samuel and Co. applied to Mr. Justice Eve on Friday that it should 
not be heard on the Jewish Sabbath. In this step they were supported by 
Messrs. Lindo and Co. The Judge was willing to accede to the applieation, 
but on conditions which would have been disadvantageous to the charities 
concerned, The application was therefore not pressed. 


A New Edition of the Hebrew Bible. 


The Times on Saturday published an account of the work being done for 
the British and Foreign Bible Society by Dr. Ginsburg in collating the various 
Massoretie versions of the Bible for the purposes of a new edition, the publica- 
tion of which is one of the ways in which the Society is celebrating its 
centenary. It will be remembered that Dr. Ginsburg gave a report on his 
work to the Orientalists’ Congress at Copenhagen last August, and exhibited 
portions of his text of Genesis. 

Dr. Ginsburg is mainly utilising for his task the priceless collection of 
MSS. in the British Museum, which is the largest and most authoritative in 
the world, and he has 72 of the oldest MSS. under review, besides nineteen 
printed editions produced between 1482-1525, the Samaritan Pentateuch, the 
Septuagint, the Syriac, the Vulgate and the Kennicott de Rossi.MSS.. The 
text to be utilised is that of Jacob ben Chayim Ibn Adonijah, the printer, 
who acted as corrector of the Hebrew press of Daniel Bomberg, of Venice. 
He lived from 1470-1538, and his Massoretic edition of the Bible was produced 
in the years 1524-5. 

The new edition will enable students to survey all the variant readings 
of authography and accentuation which occur in the various MSS., and the 
technical arrangement of the volumes will be all that could be 
desired in the way of legibility and clearness of presentation. 
An experiment has already been made with Genesis, and various 
modifications are to be introduced as a_ result of the experi- 
ence gained with that volume which will be recast in the new form. 
The Book of Isaiah is to appear first and the Pentateuch will follow imme- 
diately afterwards. Dr. Ginsburg has the assistance, as proof readers, of 
Professor Strack, of Berlin, Herr Kahan, of Leipzig, and of Professor Eberhard 
Nestle, of Maulbronn. The Bible Society hopes, as the result of their joint 
labours, to secure the best Hebrew Bible which has ever yet been issued in 
print.

STATUS OF THE JEWISH MINISTRY. 


ue EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

<u. —I must again crave the hospitality of your valuable paper. Having 
carefully followed the correspondence, which drifted from an attack on the 
eeodford Jewish community to a discussion on the status of the Jewish 
»inistry, L observe that all your correspondents, while lamenting the position 
y the minister, never devote a single thought to the position of provincial 
communities. It .is, therefore, with a view to bringing their position before 
cour numerous readers that this letter is penned, and as Bradford has been 
unjustly made the scapegoat of the Provinces I think it may well be taken as 
. typical example. 1 would like to mention in the first place, before dealing 
with the subject immediately under discussion, that though the community 
bere is small, it maintains a Jewish Institute, a Benevolent Society which, 
supported by all sections of the community, disburses annually some £150, 
ind a Ladies’ Guild for the visiting of the poor and sick. The importance of 
‘his point will be more evident later. 

Now as for the congregation itself. It consists of but 70 members, of 
whom something like 80 per cent. are working men, and the remainder, with 
we or two exeeptions, struggling business men. The aceounts show 
in annual expenditure of some £4160, an average of 2s. 6d. per week per 
member, and as the support of all theabove-mentioned societies falls onthe same 
handful of people, your readers must admit that a provincial Jew has a heavy 


burden in his endeavour to maintain his religious ideals. The fact 
that of the £460 mentioned above’ fully one-third goes to the 
minister (not a large sum HI readily admit) should show that 


we are really anxious to maintain a Jewish minister; but what is the return 
from the average minister for such serious effort ? Does he see that the chil- 
dren receive proper religious instruction? Even best friends 
cannot say that he does, for as a rule both the time and the number of lessons 
civen are reduced to as low a limit as possible, and often children eome long 
distances in bad weather only to find the minister himself the absentee. On 
Subbath afternoon, when an attempt should be made to bring children to 
s\nagogue-and remove them from the strong counter-attractions of the street, 
the minister refuses to hold a class, and allows Jewish children to spend the 
sucred day, the importance of which we hear so much of from the pulpit, roaming 
the streets, But it may be urged, “ surely the congregation has some remedy 
against a state of affairs such as this.” Unfortunately it has none, since there 
is no head of the Jewish community to whom a minister.can be held 
responsible in such matters, and the requests of his congregation are 
entirely disregarded, Of this latter statement,'the following incident may 
be taken as an example. A year or two ago a certain family were unfortu- 
nately bereft of one of their parents, and wished to pay the only remaining 
tribute possible. To this end they made an attempt to say Kaddish every 
morning and evening, and for this purpose they came a very long distance to 
synagogue, bringing five towards the Minyan. With the aid of a few friends 
and of the Reader, a very busy and hard-worked official, they, to a great 
extent, succeeded in attaining their object. But the minister could not be 
prevailed apon to attend these services. The Committee of the congrega- 
tion requested him to do so, gentlemen spoke to him privately, but all to no 
purpose, and one can only come to the conclusion that it must be degrading 
for a minister to attend divine service on a common week-day. 

Has the provincial congregation any remedy against this ? 
ecclesiastical tribunal to which the minister is responsible ?

Of course there 
All that a provincial congregation is expected to do is to pay what 
iioney it can, and in return it may sometimes get abuse from the pulpit if the 
ininister feels so inclined, but it must be silent. Not so the minister: he has 
only to make a statement, and at once, without investigation, his congrega- 
lion is singled out for attack, as was the case quite recently. 

_ When the resignation of our mini.ter was announced in the Press, 
* Tatler” commented “ All is not well with the Bradford community”; again, 
when a minister was advertised for, “ Tatler’s” voice was again raised ; surely 
* Tatler” did not think that the readers of those attacks could not see that 
they were inspired by some interested party. But this was mere skirmishing 
compared to the heavy attack launched by the Rey. A. A. Green who, without the 
slightest knowledge of what the other side had to say, hurled at Bradford a 
torrent of abuse, Not satisfied with this, he takes further drastic action and, 
as Hon, Secretary of the Provincial Ministers’ Fund, informs the congrega- 
tion that it will receive no further subvention from that fund. These few 
facts will give some idea of the position of provincial communities. It is 
truly deplorable to think that such is the mission of Jewish ministers. It is 
hot by such means that Judaism has been preserved to us through the ages. 
Surely the time has now arrived when steps should be taken to alter such an 
wilortunate state of affairs, and in my opinion it js only by a conference, at 
which both clergy and laity would be fully represented, that this matter can be 
thoroughly tackled and a solution be found. It is to such a conference 
that the Rev. A. A, Green should bring his solicitations for the welfare of 
the clergy, instead of “ crying out in the wilderness,” to quote from one of his 
recent letters. It is there that your correspondent “ Hinenee" should take 
his suggestions and say : “‘Hinenee '—Here I am prepared with my advice!” 

_ Thither also wee A I direct your correspondent “ In Earnest" to show 
his earnestness, and perhaps the united efforts of these and other gentlemen

would find proper means for bringing the Jewish minister to assume a higher

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sin,—The correspondence which has been carried on in this journal for 
some time on the above subject has dealt with it with a seriousness and 
earnestness befitting its wide importance. But whether any tangible result will 
accrue from the discussion remains to be seen. Let us hope in the interest of 
Jewry it will. This is not the first time that public attention has been called 
to the anomalous condition of the Jewish ministry in thisecountry. Thesubject 
has received treatment in the Jewish Press from time to time under different 
titles, and the storm has invariably passed away without leaving any definite 
mark behind. Why the efforts of the pen, Which is always a powerful agent 
in the direction of publie affairs in general, have failed in this respect to 
rouse the lethargy of the Jewish public is in itself a point worthy of notice. 

Different correspondents have endeavoured to diagnose the malady from 
different points of view. sut | venture to say that no-one has succeeded in 
tracing it to its true source. Neither the particular form of the clerical 
attire nor the minister's humble position in the social scale can be said to be 
responsible for the lack of respect shown to the spiritual head of a Jewish 
congregation, either in the provinces or the metropolis. No member could 
be so thoughtless or narrow-minded as to think less of his minister because 
he has adopted the “get up” of the clergy of the dominant faith. The 
clerical garb is not the only thing we have copied from our Gentile neigh- 
bours. The whole of our Western life, whether social or religious, bears 
traces of adoption, aping and mimicry. We have discarded a great many of 
our Jewish characteristics, for which we have substituted those of exotic 
growth. The layman no more wears the ecaftan or capote worn by his 
ancestors. The donning of the collar and gown by the Jewish minister of 
to-day is simply one of the many outcomes of the universal tendency to 
become occidentalised, 

|! also fail to understand the soundness of the argument advanced by 
“One who is Behind the Scenes” that the minister to be revered and 
respected must be drawn from the moneyed classes. History disproves it. 
The age which sees in money dignity, honour and respect, must be rotten to 
the core, It is against Jewish teaching pure and simple. From the prophets 
down to the Rabbis of the present day, the preachers and teachers in Israel 
have been, with very rare exceptions, men belonging to the nether strata of 
society. The spirit of learning has always been abroad among the circles of 
the poor; witness the warning issued in the Talmud :—* Take care of the 
children of the poor, for the Law proceeds from them; or the pregnant 
statement of the Midrash that the Law is to be compared to wine, to 
indicate that, just as wine is best preserved in an earthenware vessel, 
so is the Law best upheld by the humble and meek. In the Middle Ages, 
and in all sueceeding centuries, the majority of the Rabbis lived in abject 
poverty, and, notwithstanding this,the respect in which they were held was 
exemplary. When they entered the synagogue the whole congregation rose 
like one man, and their word carried weight on all problems affecting the life 
and status of the people of all classes. Poverty should be no excuse why a 
minister should not be regarded with the esteem and reverence due to 
his sacred calling. His mission is to follow the example set by the 
prophets, whose humble disciple he should endeavour to be, and to fulminate 


' against the amassing of wealth and the gain of lucre, and not pursue a policy 


of cringing and sycophancy. But if he belonged to the upper or wealthy 
classes, he would be like the Bishop sitting in the Upper Chamber, and would 
not perform his sacred mission in the disinterested manner he ought, unless 
he were a kind of an Isaiah,or a Leo Tolstoi. Such high-minded personalities 
appear on the human stage at very far intervals. In the natural course of 


‘things people brought up in ease and affluence are unable when occasion 


demands to divest themselves of the influence of their environment and preach 
a doctrine which will militate against the accepted teaching of their class. 

There is no analogy between the Church and Judaism as far as the status 
of the clergy is concerned. In the first place the Church has ample means 
at its disposal, and is able to give better remuneration to its servants. 
Secondly, the Church in the period of its heyday had created for itself a 
hierarchy to which the elite of Christendom were eager and aspired to 
belong, so that even after the Reformation, although it no longer wielded the 
same power, it has retained some of its former attraction. But it is 
problematical whether this is a point of strength in its organisation. The 
sects that have seceded from its main body may tell a different story. 

The root of the evil, | venture to point out, lies far deeper. It is the 
religious indifference of the age which is responsible for the chaotic state in 
our communal organism. People have ceased to hold sacred-that which their 
refuse to honour those whom their sires once 
honoured. Hebrew, they do not know; with Jewish literature they are not 
acquainted; Jewish principles are derided, It is no wonder then that 
they do not appreciate the man who should be the custodian of these ancient 
treasures. The work in connection with the synagogue is judged by the 
common standard of labour, and the incumbent of the office, be he Chazan, 
l can give you 
facts out of my limited stock of experience to illustrate the statement. But, 
knowing that no good service can be rendered the cause by stating them, I pre- 
fer to follow the advice of the Sages, and abide by the golden rule of silence. 

A remedy to rehabilitate the dignified position of the varied branches of 
the ministry is assuredly most imperative. But no remedy can be of any avail 
which has not for one of its objects the drawing of the masses to the fount of 
Jewish learning. And if there is ever to be a beginning in this direction, the 
beginning must come from the ministers themselves. They must show a 
willingness to improve matters, and act. upon it.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH MR. LEONARD L. COHEN. 


The jubilee of an institution is an occurrence which ordinarily can only 
happen once in a person's lifetime. Hence its distinction and importance, 
which are enhanced by the fact that in 
the majority of cases it recalls incidents 
which the celebrant only knows of by 
hearsay. The jubilee of the Board of 
Guardians, which is to be commemo- 
rated within a few weeks from now, is 
an event of this character. There are 
few persons living who can actually 
remember its foundation on the 16th 
March, 1859, at a meeting held at the 
Great Synagogue, on the initiative of 
the late Ephraim Alex, Overseer of the 
Poor of that congregation. Of those 
who co-operated with him, we believe 
that there are only three survivors 
Mr. Algernon Sydney, Mr. Alexander 
Levy and Sir Henry Isaacs—and of 
these three, only the first-named has 
continued a member of the Board down 
to the present day. The establish- 
ment and growth of this great insti- 
tution have brought about such 
changes in the communal administra- 
tion of charity that in celebrating its 
jubilee the community is looking back 
upon fifty years of its own most 
significant history and progressive development. As for the Board, it will 
gladly seize this occasion—and Mr. Laurie Magnus, in his recent History, 
has turned it to excellent account—to honour the memory of those far-sighted 
men and devoted workers who called the institution into being. But the 
opportunity is also one for making a special appeal to the public for financial 
support, so that the work of fifty years may be relieved for some time,to 
come from those anxieties which have for so long hampered and discouraged 
it. The chief feature of the jubilee celebrations is 


The Jubilee Appeal, 


and this suggested one of the first questions put by a representative of 
this journal to Mr. Leonard L. Cohen in the course of an interview with 
whic. he was favoured by the Board's distinguished President. 

You are appealing for £40,000, our representative observed. How do 
you come by that large sum, and what are the purposes for which it is 
required ? 

* The sum asked for is made up in this way,” replied Mr. Cohen. “ At 
the commencement of our winter campaign, we found ourselves confronted 
by a deficit of over £4,000. Our annual expenditure may be set down at 
£20000, Bat this is a parely conjectural figure, it being diflicult to form an 
estimate beforehand of the amount of distress that will come before the 
Board. This year it is particularly hard to anticipate what will be the 
effect of the general depression on the Jews of the East End. If you will 
look at the last reports, you will observe that in 1906 we estimated our 
expenditure at £28,000, and in the following year at £25,000, As things 
turned out, both of these estimates proved to be above the mark. The excess 
in the estimates was particularly noticeable last year, when emigration to 
America, with all its attendant expenditure, came to a practical stop. 
Therefore, this year | have reduced my estimate to £20,000. You will pro- 
bably agree with me that that is a moderate calculation, and the more so 
when regard is had to the fact that emigration is likely to revive this spring, 
and we shall have come to the end of what your paper called ‘a period of 
detente.” 

Are there any signs of this at present ? 

“ Yes, already the relief expenditure is 
tothe depressed conditions all round, or to whatever cause it is to be 
attributed, the relaxation in the conditions of Jewish life in the East End, 
to which | adverted in my last annnal address to the Board, is gradually 
giving way toa less satisfactory state of aflairs. This is shown in the 
weekly returns of the Board's work, which we compile for our own use. Here 
is the last I have received, and the figures will give you some idea of the 
amount of detail-work that has to be gone through by the officials. When 
people criticise what they call the excessive administrative expenditure 
of our institation, they have no idea of the vast labours which that 
expenditure represents.” 

You have accounted for £24,000. What about the remaining ¢16,000? 

* That is easily accounted for. Except for two years, every year during 
the past ten years we have found ourselves in a deficit extending to. four 
figures. As you know, the position was at one time so serious that we had to 
trench upon £12,000 of our invested funds. While we do not intend to replace 
that £12,000 now, we dare not be in a hurry to repeat the exceptional measure 
to which we then resorted. So we want this £16,000 as a reserve fund to 
save us from such a contingency, and from the condition of indebtedness 
into which we gradually drifted during the last few years.” 


Its Prospects. 


Bat £40,000, however muck required, is a large sum toask for. Is the 
collection now sufliciently advanced to say what are the prospects of 
getting it? ; 

“Lam always an optimist at the beginning of a collection,” replied Mr. 
Cohen, “ but Lam beginning to be anxious lest we should not secure this sum. 
If we do, however, fall short of it, it will not be for the want of trying.” 

But you make an appeal to the commanity every year. What new sources 
could vou hope to be able to tap on this occasion ? 

* There are a very large number of people in prosperous circumstances 
who either ignore our annual appeal or make a merely nominal response. It 
was reasouable to assume that, as a jubilee is a very rare occasion in the life 
of an institution, and as we have never had a festival dinner before, this 
section of the community might behave to us with unwonted liberality. And 
even the orilinary body of our generous supporters might be expected to make 
an extra effort to mark such an auspicious event. Of course, the Jews’ 
Hospital collection to which we felt obliged to leave open the autumn field, 
and which made such splendid use of the Opportunities we accorded it, 
has not facilitated our efforts. Then, also, the rumoured proposals of the

going up. Whether this is due 


Government iu finance do not tend to stimulate charitable contributions. 
Their effect, indeed, must be the more unfavourable inasmuch as they involve 
taxation the incidence of which will be particularly felt by that class o¢ 


person to whom charities look for their chief support. But the Board has 
such strong claims to communal assistance that I do not doubt but what our 
jubilee efforts will meet with a wide measure of success.” 


The Board's Services to the Community. 


Perhaps it might be opportune to ask you to tell me what are some of the 
services that the Board has rendered to the community in the field of philan- 
thropy during the fifty years it has been in existence ? 

“ That is a tall order, and one which it is the less necessary for me tv 
execute, inasmuch Mr. Magnus’s book, now in the hands of the public. 
embodies an interesting account of all that the Board has achieved 
in its different departments. But without repeating what he has 
said, I may dwell upon a few features of our activity that show 


. how indispensable have been the Board's services to the community. 


Imprimis, it has had the effect of systematising charity. There was no such 
thing as system in Jewish charity when the institution was first founded. I: 
was almsgiving rather than charity. Each synagogue discharged its 
duty to its poor, and it did so in a very haphazard manner. At first 
the Board was established to deal with the strange and foreign poor, the 
Synagogues retaining the care of the native poor. Bat as the Board soon 
found it necessary to extend its help to this class also, for a time there were 
two bodies doing the same work. It was not till after the United Synagogue 
was established, in 1871, that this duplication was dropped, and the whole 
body of casual poor, native and foreign, were handed over to the Board. ©; 
course, the original founders of our institution never contemplated the 
disastrous episodes on the Continent which have been responsible for the 
immense growth in the work of the Board during the past quarter of a 
century. That, in spite of this want of foresight, the foundations of their 
system were) sound, is shown by the fact that the huge superstructure since 
reared upon it stands square and erect to all the four winds that blow. 


Native and Foreign Poor. 


“In estimating what influence the Board of Guardians has exercised in 
raising the status of the Jewish poor, we necessarily have to distinguish 
between native and foreign poor—the latter being a constant new addition: 
to the community for whose poverty we can in no way be held responsible. 
Now compare the year 1871, when we first took complete charge of both kinds 
of poor, with 1907, and these are the figures. Then we had 506 native cases. 
and last year we had 67%, including emigration cases, so that the number o: 
native poor has scarcely increased; and taking into consideration the 
natural growth of the English portion of the community since that date, 
the proportion applying for relief has sensibly diminished. I think we may. 
therefore, claim that the Board has, to a very appreciable extent, succeeded 
in raising the condition of the native poor. But the number of foreign cases 
dealt with has more than trebled. In 1871 it figured as 1409, and last year 
it amounted to 4,908." 


Does that number include the London cases assisted by the Russo-Jewis) 
Committee's funds ? 

* No, but they all pass through our hands. The funds raised by the Russ: 
Jewish Committee in 1882, 1891 and 1905 have naturally diminished the strain 
on our resources, 80 far as the Russian cases are concerned. But we have 
had to bear the entire burden of the Polish cases since 1892, and to dea! 
independently with the results of the Roumanian influx of 1900. The Board » 
reports show, however, that, in spite of all these circumstances, the volume «|! 
chronic poverty among the foreign population has not increased, but tends 
rather to diminish. 

“It may be of interest to your readers if | refer to the fact that 
our tnfluence upon our poor has largely been exerted through the 
younger generation. During the last four years we have apprenticed to 
trades about 240 boys and about 120 girls a year. When it is sometimes said 
that we have to deal with the worst type of boy, what is meant is not the 
worst moral or intellectual type, but a class of youth who is often under- 
nourished and under-developed. Nevertheless, masters are willing to take 
them because they know that the young people will turn out well. 

* As for our emigration work, that has been of immense advantage both 
to the Board itself and to the Kast End, which is like a reservoir, constantly 
filling up, and then protecting itself from overflow by diseharging itself into 
other channels. It is, of course, regrettable that in connection with such 
movements husbands find it necessary to go abroad as pioneers, leaving their 


families behind, to whom technically they stand in the relation of deserters. 


Sanitas Sanifatum. 

Tell me about your sanitary work. 

“The Board may undoubtedly claim that, through its sanitary depart 
ment, which has been a leading feature of the Board of Guardians work for 
the past forty years, it has educated the Jewish poor in sanitation and 
hygiene. In the great cholera epidemic, its machinery was tried very 
thoroughly and very successfully. Its sanitary inspector not only proved 
an eflicient instrument in teaching newly-arrived immigrants the elementary 
laws of hygiene, bat the sanitary authorities themselves, many of whom 
were very remiss in the discharge of their duties, were awakened by our 
action to a sense of their responsibilities. Read some of the reports of the 
Sanitary Committee, drawn up until recently by Mr. David F. Schloss, and 
you will get some idea of the persistent attention which the Board bas given 
to this matter over a long series of years, and the beneficent results of its 
never-ceasing activity. 

“In the past few years, owing to the increased vigilance of the Borough 
Councils and the dispersion of Jews away from overcrowded areas, the 
Sanitary Department has been able to give increased attention to consump- 
tion work. The Board now has its lady ‘Health Visitors,’ whose business it 
is to visit consumptive cases, to look to the disinfection of consumptive homes 
and advise as to the measures to be taken to prevent the spread of the disease. 
Since the Daneswood Sanatorium has been established, our Visitors have been 
able to refer suitable cases to that institution, and one of the recent develop- 
ments of our work is a Daneswood Sanatorium After-Care Committee—a con- 
joint body of our own Board and of the Sanatorium. In this and other 
ways we are doing strenuous battle against the spread of consumption 
among the Jewish poor. Ignorance and want of cleanliness are largely 
responsible for the spread of this disorder, and it is the duty of our visitors 
to see that medical treatment is obtained, medical advice carried out, and the 
necessary precautions are taken to prevent the spread of infection. I look 
coo sanitary department as one of the most impo tant features of our 
work.” 


It is often said that the Board, by the excellence of its administrative 
methods, has served as 


A Model to other Charities. 


“That is a fact. The Boards of Guardians of Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Liverpool, Leeds, and other large cities, L«ve necessarily 
modelled themselves on our system. And in the matter of . ‘0-ordination 
of charity, we may. be said ‘to have set the example t the Charity 
Organisation Society, which was established after ourselves. Our system 
of investigation is as old as the Board itself; we never deal with 
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a case unless we have had opportunities of personal acquaintance 
with the person to be relieved. These principles are now everywhere 
rovarded as axiomatic, but they were not so regarded in the early years of 
che Board, It was the Board that first substituted charity for alms. But 
while the Charity Organisation Society has learnt much from us, we, in our 
turn, have learnt from them. Some of our case papers are model‘ed on 
Charity Organisation Society lines, and I need scarcely say that there has 
aiways been between us the most friendly co-operation. 

“As you are probably aware, in the course of its career the Board has 
,bsorbed many minor charities. I should like to see this movement make 
farther progress. But we can only deal with other charities when they 
approach us, otherwise it would be said that we were interfering with local 
terests. The necessity, however, of a further consolidation of the 
charitable machinery of the community is a matter to be borne constantly in 
mind by those who have the true welfare of the poor at heart.” 


Presidential Duties and Anxieties. 

The duties and anxieties of a President of the Board of Guardians must 

» very great, | remarked, as I rose to leave. 
“So great,” replied Mr. Cohen,“ that he ought to be nothing else. A 
-esident of the Board has to control an organisation which numbers 360 
rkers of both sexes, and has 42 members on its paid staff. While the 
J ‘erent departments of the Board are self-contained, the President must be 
touch with them all, and ready at all times to consult the Chairman of each 
(ommittee on questions of principle that may arise. Then, also, he must be 
reful not to let a body which is essentially an administrative organisation 
senerate into a debating society. The Board must be a body of workers 
aod not of talkers. The public, reading the accounts of our monthly 
neetings, at which very little is said, and which are, perhaps, only attended 
»y 15 out of 50 members, might possibly infer that these meetings cover the 
tire activity of its members, whereas we have rotas going every day. The 
relief rotas alone absorb the attendance of five members a week, and then 
there are the rotas of the Loan Committee and the Industrial Committee. It 
vould not do for such an institution as ours to have a merely ornamental 
resident. He must be in constant and close touch with every department, 
uid know everything that is going on. Then, again, in his relation to other 
hodies and to the community at large, to whom he has to be constantly 
ippealing for the sinews of war, he has to learn to be all thing's to all men, 
loing his best to combine the fortiter in re with the suaviter in modo. The 
jy two other bodies with which 1 am connected are the Ica and the Russo- 
Jewish Committee, but I regard them as branches of my principal office. It 
sa great advantage to the l’resident of the Board of Guardians to be a 
ember of the lea. He is thus able to keep his finger on the pulse of the 
chief movements which are going forward for the emigration and relief of 
listressed Jews abroad. And the relations between the Board and the 
‘tusso-Jewish Committee are so intimate, that it is very desirable that 
shall be a member of the latter body, with a voice in its management. 
\es, the duties of a President of such an organisation are so exhausting that 
4. is not an office which one can keep on indefinitely, and in 1910 I shall

DIGRAEL! AND THE JEWS. 


Two facts, of which one alone has been sufliciently dwelt upon by 
biographers of Disracli, stand forth, it seems, pre-eminently in all he did and 
in all he wrote: He was a Jew more than he was an Englishman, and he was 
Disraeli more than he was aJew. “The truth is, progress and reaction are 
but words to mystify the millions,” he said in his biography of Lord George 
Bentinck. “They mean nothing, they are nothing; they are phrases and are 
not facts. Allis race. In ‘the structure, the decay and the development of 
the various families of man the vicissitudes of history find their main 
solution.” The race which Disraeli was never tired of praising was the 
Hebrew race. The saving element in all that seemed of worth tn human 
institutions he looked upon either as 2 result or as a direct expression of 
the Semitic principle, and to Sinai, the mountain of the Jewish Moses, and to 
Calvary the mountain of Christ, whom he called “the Jewish prince,” he 
traced all noble inspiration.

THE TEXT OF SCRIPTURE. 

The fact is, that the text of Holy Seripture, which our  fore- 
fathers almost believed to owe its very type to the perpetual decree of the 
Most High, has really come to us through hairbreadth ‘scapes and moving 
adventures ; and to-day we recognise that a belief in a providential care of 
_the Bible is far easier than when we used to settle all doubts with that 
comely phrase “ plenary inspiration.” Think of an Old Testament about the 
beginning of the Christian Era, written in a primitive form of the square 
Hebrew character. It is separated by anything between three and seven 
centuries from the period at which the books which it contains may be 
supposed to have been written. The language has already become the pre- 
rogative of a cultured few, and the congregation in the synagogue needs the 
services of an interpreter before it can follow the lessons that are read from 
it. Itis wholly consonantal, save for certain vowel letters, and centuries 
will pass before the vowel-points are written beneath the words. Copies 
must, of course, be multiplied by hand, and this was a matter in which, as we 
all know, the Jew took infinite pains. He made careful choice of his best 
transcribers to write out the Pentateuch, and he cheerfully consigned to 
Gehenna those less conscientious and more rapid penmen who were permitted 
to try their speed on the rest of the books of his fathers. It was, perhaps, 
about the end of the seventh century of our era that the vowel points and 
accentual signs came to be incorporated in the Hebrew text, or at the 
distance of more than a millennium from the time when all the books had 
been first written. Therefore, we may labour as we will at matters 
Massoretic, but we still effect only the orthographical minute of the present 
text, and, when it comes to translation, we have very little change to show as 
the result of all our toil. It is only when we pass behind the work of the 
Massoretes that we realise how much of chance and risk has been allowed to 
enter into the process by which the word of God has established its 


Aliens Act. 


THE YEAR'S FIGURES. 


“S The official return of the alien passenger traflic between the United 
Kingdom and ports in Europe or within the Mediterranean Sea during the 
three months ended December 31st, 1908, has just been published. The report 
states that the total number of alien passengers landed in the United Kingdom 
in October was 30,685, of whom 12,018 were cabin passengers, 8,606 exempted 
2nd class passengers, 5.823 transmigrants; 4256 were proceeding to a destina- 
tion outside the United Kingdom, 688 held a return ticket between a foreign 
country and the United Kingdom, 934 were seamen, 16 were refused leave to 
land and 562 were residents returning; leaving 1,683 unaccounted for in any 
of the above ways, as compared with 2,491 in the corresponding period of 1907, 

In November, the total alien passengers landed in the United Kingdom 
was 19,955, of whom 7,533 were cabin passengers, 5,018 exempted second-class 
passengers, 4,275 transmigrants, 277 were proceeding to a destination outside 
the United Kingdom, 251 held a return ticket to a foreign country, S30 were 
seamen, 31 were refused leave to land, and 371 were residents returning ; 
leaving 1,364 unaccounted for in any of the above ways, as against 1,914 in 
the corresponding period in 1907, 

In December, the total alien passengers landed in the United Kingdom 
was 18,103, of whom 6,616 were cabin passengers, 4,799 exempted 2nd class 
passengers, 4,022 transmigrants, 245 were proceeding to a destination outside 
the United Kingdom, 268 held a return ticket to a foreign country, 713 were 
seamen, 1 were refused leave to land, and 317 were residents returning ; 
leaving a balance unaccounted for of 1,104, as compared with 1,518 in the 
corresponding period in 1907, 

In the entire three months, the total alien passengers landed in the United 
hingdom was 68,743, of whom 26,167 were cabin passengers ; 18,425 exempted 
second-class passengers; 14,120 transmigrants; 947 were proceeding to a 
destination outside the United Kingdom; 1,207 held a return ticket to a 
foreign country; 2,482 were seamen (of whom 1,650 were under actual con- 
tract to join ships in British waters); 96 were refused leave to land; and 
1,250 were residents returning; leaving 4,051 unaccounted for in any of the 
ways mentioned above—as against 5,923 in the corresponding period of 1907, 
a reduction of 1,872. 

Figures for Twelve Months. 


In the twelve months ended 3ist December, 1908, the total alien 
passengers landed in the United Kingdom was 399,288, as compared with 
480.741 in the twelve months ended 3ilst December, 1907. The cabin 
passengers in the first period numbered 161,469, as compared with 149,332 in 
the second period ; the transmigrants 112,809 and 97,213 in the two periods 
respectively, while the transmigrants fell from 172,438 in 1907 to 61,680 in 
the year 1908, as a result, no doubt, of the American depression. The aliens 
proceeding to a destination outside the United Kingdom numbered 6,417 in 
1908 and 8,906 in 1907; those holding a return ticket to a foreign country, 
17,848 and 6,803 in the two periods; the seamen, 10,235 and 12,001; those 
refused leave to land, 604 and 798; the residents returning, 6,449 and 5,709 ; 
and the balance not accounted for in any of the above ways, 21,777 and 
27,541—a reduction, in the last case, of 5,764. 


Rejections under the Act. 

In October, leave to land was withheld by the immigration officer in 61 
cases—41 for want of means and 20 on medical grounds. Seventeen of the 
former appealed, 10 successfully ; while 4 of the latter appealed, all success- 
fully, leaving the final number of rejections at 47. 

In November, leave to land was withheld by the immigration officer. in 
45 cases—30 for want of means, and 15 on medical grounds. Nineteen of the 
former appealed, 12 successfully. 3 of the latter appealed, only one being 
successful. The final nuniber of rejections for the month was 32. 

In December, leave to land was withheld by the immigration officer in 2 
cases, IS for want of means, and 5 for medical reasons. Of the former, 10 
appealed, 4 with success. Of the latter, none appealed. The tinal rejections 
for the month numbered 19, 

In the entire quarter leave to land was withheld in 129 cases, 89 for want 
of means, and 40 on medical grounds. Of the former, 46 appealed, 26 success- 
fully ; and of the latter, seven appealed, five successfully. The total finally 
refused leave to land was 9&. 

In the whole of last year, leave to land was withheld by the immigration 
officer in 720 cases—153 for want of means, and 267 on medical grounds. In 
the year 1907, leave was withheld in 975 cases—532 on economic, and 443 on 
medical grounds. Inthe year 1908, there were 316 appeals, of which 112 were 
successful. In the year 1907, there were 601 appeals, of which 173 sueceeded. 
The final number of rejections in 1908 was 608, as compared with 802 in the 
year 1907, 

Expulsion Orders. 

In October the expulsion orders numbered 
1907. In November the respective figures were 37 and 26; and in December 
32 and 23. The total expulsions for the quarter were thus 90, as against 70 in 
the corresponding quarter of 1907. In the entire year 1908 the number of 
expulsion orders numbered 356—as compared with 317 in 1907. 

The official return also gives the alien passengers embarked in the 
United Kingdom for ports in Europe and the Mediterranean Sea. These 
numbered 419,755 in 1908 and 335,932 in 1907. The third-class passengers in

The successful conduct of the Home under 
great difficulties has been due in large measure to Miss R. Hyam, the Matron, “ who 
supervises most efficiently both the Home and the Restaurant, and exercises great tact 
ne kindness in her dealings with the girls.” The Home maintains an employment 
bureau, which is conducted with great success by Miss C. Lewis. Many of the girls, 
by its aid and the educational facilities afforded at the West Central Girls’ Club, have 
been able greatly to improve their industrial position. An urgent appeal is made for 
gifts of furniture and utensils for the equipment of the. new premises, and especially 
for the sum of £3,000, the lack of which has delayed the completion of the building, 
and has run the institution into a crippling debt. The management charges are 


extremely low. It is to be hoped that Miss Montagu and her coadjutors will be 
successful in their appeal.

There are two reasons why students must welcome a single-volumed 
Dictionary of the Bible. In the first place, it is convenient to have all the 
alphabet between one pair of covers, and for some purposes of research a 


short article is preferable to a long one. Secondly, the smalier book 
s cheaper. For £1 students can now procure a complete . Biblical 


Dictionary; and when it is said that the editor is Dr. James Hastings it needs 
no further assurance that the work is thoroughly good. This is no con- 
ventional compliment. Dr. Hastings has placed all sections of the reading 
public under the greatest obligations. His new work (published by T. and T. 
Clark) is admirable. Iam glad to possess it as well as the same editor's five- 
volumed Dictionary. The smaller work is neither a repetition nor an 
abbreviation of the other; they are independent compilations. 1 heartily 
commend the book to Jewish students. 

What seems to mea curiously wrong-headed contention is put forward 
by the Bishop of Tasmania in the current number of the Hibbert Journal. 
He points to what he considers moral defects in the Hebrew Scriptures, and 
then argues against the use of the Old Testament in religious education. 
But, even granting the Bishop's premises, his conclusion is wrong. For the 
teacher always has,to impress on the taught the necessity of discriminating 
between the ephemeral and the eternal, between the primitive and the 
developed, in an ancient literature. Would the Bishop find it easy to use the 
New Testament as a whole? What of its extensive demonology ? The 
fallacy lies in these words as a whole. It is no longer the simple function 
of the teacher to say: allor none. We are, most of us, eclectics, and must 
be so unless we surrender our judgments and consciences. Canon Foakes 
Jackson takes up sounder ground in his remarks on the same subject in the 
ucw issue of the Interpreter. 

To Constable’s shilling series, “ Religions, Ancient and Modern,” Mr. 
Stanley Cook has added a careful survey of the religious condition 
in Canaan before the entry of the Israelites. He shows a mastery of the 
results of excavation and of the deciphering of inscriptions. His conclusions 
are reassuring. For while he argues for continuity—maintaining that much 
of the religion of Israel is older than Israel's promulgation of it-—he attributes 
a real originality tothe people from whom the Bible came. Israel owed much 
to the world before it; but the world that has come after owes incomparably 
nore to Israel. 


The next publication of the Jewish Religious Union will be a paper by 


Mr. Nathan S. Joseph on “Immortality.” This will be one of the “* Papers for 
Jewish People.” Mr. Joseph's former papers on the “ Essentials of Judaism,” 
and Why LI am not a Christian,” have proved very useful. The demand for 
the latter, in particular, has been well maintained. 

Subjects are often attractive because they are elusive. If only we knew 
the precise religious condition of Judza in the century which saw the birth 
of Christianity! Because we cannot tell this, we all want to discuss it. So 
lr. Fairweather is certain to find many readers of his new “ Cunningham 
Lectures" on “Judaism in the period between the Old and New Testaments.” 
This is the sub-title; the main title is “The Background of the Gospels” 
iLdinburgh, T. and T. Clark, price 8s. net.) I have not yet seen the book ; 
nor do I know Dr. Oesterley’s volume except by name. It is entitled “ The 
Doctrine of the Last Things, Jewish and Christian ” (Murray, 3s. 6d. net.).

Among announcements of new editions is G. Karpeles’ two volumes on 
“Jewish Literature.” The first edition was brightly written, but it relied 
too closely on Graetz and did not always give us Graetz correctly. Dr. 
Karpeles has gained in power since he first wrote on the subject, and we may 
expect a different book from him now. 


A fine Hebrew translation of f.eorge Meredith's ile on Milton WAS Con- 
tributed to 


these columns by Dr. Gollanez. Mr. Joseph Massel, of 
Manchester, almost Simultaneously printed another rendering, also into 
Hebrew. The version has all the merits which we are entitled to expect 


from so experienced a translator. 

The Cambridge Bible for Schools is proceeding with the Apocrypha. So 
far only the first book of the Maccabees has been included in the series. But 
it has just issued the “ Wisdom of Solomon.” There was a great need for an 
English annotated edition. 

Strange to tell, there existed until lately no Yiddish manual for teaching 
French. There are several such books for teaching English. Now the Grand 
Rabbin of Constantine, M. Léon Fridmann, has published a “Manuel de 
Conversation francaise en judeéo-allemand.” It contains a large vocabulary 
of French words in common use, many dialogues and phrases, all trans- 
literated into Hebrew letters. 

Rabbi Louis Grossmann has prepared an “ Order of Service of Sabbath 
Schools” (Cincinnati: May and Kreidler). It consists of clever adaptations 
of some traditional prayers with psalms, Hebrew responses, and Adon Olam. 
The difference between conditions here and in America could not be more 
clearly seen than from the fact that we could find no use for such a service. 
Perhaps, however, it is meant as a children’s service. Dr. Grossmann has done 
his work well, whatever class he had in view. 

In June last was celebrated the 25th anniversary of the first graduation 
of students from the Hebrew Union College in Cincinnati.. The College opened 
in 1875, and the first graduation occurred in 1883. An interesting pamphlet 
has been published to mark the anniversary. Addresses by Mr. Bettmann 
‘the President of the Board of Governors), Rabbi W. Rosenau, Dr. Kohler (the 
Principal of the College), Rabbi Leo Franklin, Rabbi L. Grossmann. and the 
original graduates, Dr. H. Berkowitz, Dr. I. Aaron, Dr. J. Krauskopf and Dr.

The Taylor Gift of Hebrew Books to Cambridge. 


The readers of the Jewish Chronicle will doubtless be clad to learn some 
thing of the contents of the colleetion of MSS. and printed books given 
recently by Mrs. Taylor to the Cambridge University Library from those 
gathered by her late husband, the Rey. Dr. Charles Taylor, Master of St. 
John's College, of whom an obituary notice was given in these columns. 

Of the Manuscripts perhaps the most notable is the so-called “Siddur of 
Rashi,” of which Dr. Salomon Buber has made mention in the preface to his 
edition of Rashi's “ Ha-Orah,” p. 60, where he states that it was in the 
POSSeSssion of Ss. 1). Luzzatto at one time, ana passed into the hands of S. J. 
Halberstam, from whom it was bought by Dr. Taylor, who kindly lent it to Dr. 
Buber fer purposes of collation. Ut is written ina French Rabbinic hand on 
204 leaves of vellum, is imperfect at beginning and end, but has a date 
(1282 A.p.) on the verso of leaf 47. The contents are, the “Siddur” followed 
by the “Midrash Shocher Tob” (on the Psalms), after which come a com- 
pendium of the “Sefer hat-Terumah,” an anonymous “ Issur ve-Hetter,” and 
also Mordecai b. Hillel's * Issur ve-Hetter ” in verse with the commentary of 
Johanan b. Joseph. The MS. finishes with a commentary on the Siddur 
(imperfect at end) by the Ba‘al ha-Rokeach, ie., Eleazar b. dudah of Worms. 
The only mark of ownership is the name of Seligman Giinzberg on p. 118, who 
is possibly the Seligman Ulma Giinzberg who wrote the dudzeo-German 
“Zucht-Spiegel” which appeared in Prague 1678, Frankfurt a M 1680, and 
1691, and at Offenbach, 1716. The name Eliezer is dotted wherever it 
appears, seeming to point to the name of the seribe. A few leaves from a 
smaller 4° MS. have been inserted at the beginning from another MS. of the 
Siddur tocomplete the text; these being written across the page, while the 
main body of the MS. is in two columns. 

Next to this may be mentioned other Liturgical MSS., of which there 
are five,. The first is a Machsor of German rite,a folio on vellum in a large 
square handwriting, of the 12th or I3th century, with one or two pages 
highly ornamented with figures in colour. The blank margins of this have 
been much cut away, and some leaves taken out also; while it seems imper- 
fect at the end. It contains the services for New Year, Atonement, and 
Tabernacles. The second is a folio on vellum, from E. Carmoly’s library. It has 
some ornamental letters at the head of various sections, is written in various 
fine square hands, and contains the Musaf for New Moon, the Hagada, the 
Pirke Aboth, Evening Service for the eve of the Day of Memorial; Yotzeroth, 
and the * Song of Unity” of Ibn Gabirol. 

The third is a Machsor of the 14th or 15th century, on vellum, 4, of the 
Italian rite, while the other two are of about the same period, both of the 
Roman rite, on vellum, and the second half only, one being asmall octavo, and 
the other 32.

They cannot be 
yppliedt on macito. Questions of fact have to be determined, and the question 
of fact is often one of degree in continuous phenomena, Positive law affords 
plent vf instances of this. The most appropriate for our present purpose 
are those afforded by the Cruelty to Animals Acts, 1849 and 1854. Every 
magistrate who administers these laws has to determine whether, in a given 
ease, the inflicted pain amounts to cruelty or not. In the case of 
Armstrong v. Mitehell, 88 L. T. 870, it was decided that whether the deed 
eompliined of amounts to cruelty is a question for the judges, which is only 


another way of saying that the degree of pain which constitutes cruelty 
eannot be laid down in a definition or principle, but must be decided in each 
ease bY men best fitted for such judgment.

A.” winds up his defence 
by a most extraordinary plea:—* Any injustice that I did him has been set 
right in his letter.” Quite true; but this does not exonerate “L.A.” He 
might have exonerated himself on the very easy terms which I provided 
for him: and, when he has read this letter, | think he will regret that he did 
not do SO. 

Instead of this, he sets up an absurd defence, and then proceeds to a 
counter-attack. With this attack I will now deal. The injustice that I have 
done him, he says, is far greater than any he can have done me. I have tried, 
lam told, to hold him logically responsible for one or other sort of horrors. 
“Now, on this point,” he says, “I will be quite candid.” This is a queer 
sentence. Are there, then, other points on which he is not quite candid ? 
Bat let that pass. Let us come to the résults of the candour. “I do not 
believe,” he declares, “in a tithe of these horrors.” Well, there they are in 
black and white in the pages of the Jewish Chronicle, with my name 
attached. I challenge him to point out one which I cannot substantiate. 
His declaration, that he does not believe, is an interesting bit of autobio- 
graphy, but it is nothing more. I have met with people who do not believe in 
a tithe of the horrors undergone by our race in the East of Europe. Professor 
William James has written an entertaining book on “ The Will to Believe.” A 
much more entertaining one could be written on “ The Will not to Believe.” 

“I. A.” says: “Lam not a scientific expert, nor is Mr. Levy one.” The 
first half of this is perhaps true; the latter half is both untrue and 
impertinent. “IT. A.” is probahly not an expert in any science except 
giossology, and that is not relevant to the vivisection question. The most 
important science for that question and others is the scientia scientiarum— 
logic. In that | claim to be an expert, and also in ethics, economics, and 
political science. In dealing with a question which is essentially one of 
ethics and polities, and in which the need of close reasoning is paramount, it 
is not the mere physicist who is master of the situation. “I. A.’s” dictum 
reminds me of the last conversation I had with my deceased friend, Mr. 
Edward Magnus, an obituary notice of whom lately appeared in your 
columns. I met him near Aldgate Church, and asked him how he was getting 
on. His reply was rather dubious, but one point was, for him, as sure as the 
advent of death and quarter-day—the country was being ruined by the 
importation. of cheap “uppers.” As this was an economic point, | 
endeavoured to show him that he was mistaken, but all in vain; and our con- 
Versation on this point ended by his exclaiming: “Ach! What do you know 
about boot-making ? ” 

“I. A.” declines “to complicate the issue by extending the discussion to 
the rights of the ° higher’ over the ‘lower’ races of men.” In other words, 
he evades the issue raised by me in my evidence before the Royal 
Commission, in which I asserted and proved that, logically, the principles of 
Vivisectionists must extend to human vivisection, and, as a matter of fact, 
have so extended. If “L A.” thinks he can wave aside this damning fact by 
saying, “I deeline to complicate the issue,” I think he will find himself 
mistaken, 

Let me take one more point. “I. A.” says that he knows that among 
those who advoeate or practise vivisection are men of humane and tender 
feelings. I do not deny this. It is one of the saddest facts | know that some 
of the worst deeds which have disgraced mankind have been done by highly 
respectable and highly placed people and with the most righteous intentions. 
Buckle says that the Inquisitors, who roasted Jews alive for the glory of 
God, were excellent men in their private lives. ‘This, as I said in my Precis, 

is the worst aspect of the matter. Corruptio optimi pessima. Not only 
does vivisection draw to itself those who feel a lust of cruelty, but it

ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


| Communicated.) 

A meeting of the Executive of the Federation was held at the house of 
the President on the 21st inst. There were present ; 

Dr. Gaster, in the Chair; Messrs. Bentwich, Friedeberger, Gollancz, Hyamson, 
Rubenstein and Rosenberg 

The President submitted the report of the arrangement he had come to 
with Dr. Bodenheimer for the re-organisation of the National Fund Com- 
mittee as a Sub-Committee of the Federation. The report was unanimously, 
adopted, 

The same arrangements as heretofore were agreed upon in relation to the 
annual conference which is to be held at the King’s Head Hotel, Change 
Alley, Sheflield, next Sunday. 


Herr Nahum Sokolow, General Secretary of the Zionist movement, con- 
tributes an article to the current issue of Die Welt to refute the idea that 
the foundation of a Jewish State was ever one of the objects of the move- 
ment. The Jewish State, he says, was merely the first general idea of 
Herzl, but. the Basle programme aims at the foundation of no “State,” but a 
“Home.” The allegation that Zionism had for its object the foundation of a 
Jewish State, Herr Sokolow characterises as a polemical outrage. He refutes 
the idea that a people can have no political ambitions without a State. If 
Zionism is to take facts into consideration, it must have a policy, and 
it is a political movement in so far as it has to deal with political 
factors in the attainment of its ends. Herr Sokolow — further 
examines the charge of Separatism which is brought against the movement. 
The Separatism fostered by Zionism, he claims, has nothing anti-social or 
anti-cultural about it, it merely means an intensification of the personality, 
the national individuality of the Jewish race. It does not imply cutting the 
painter which attaches the Jewish people to the ship of civilisation, but 
merely involves a particular expression of that civilisation in the individual 
manifestation of the people. In conclusion, he characterises the charge of 
harbouring State-ambitions as pure fiction, and declares that the ideas of 
politics and Separatism are ‘true in the sense he has indicated, but should 
not be distorted into something that flatly contradicts the principles of the 
movement. 


JEWISH NATIONAL FUND CONFERENCE. 


(on the 17th inst., a conference of the Jewish National Fund Commission for 
England was held, at which representatives of Zionist societies were present 

Mr. L. Kessier, who presided, opened the proceedings with a few remarks on the 
present state of the Jewish National Fund in England. He then introduced Dr. 
Bodenheimer, of Cologne (Managing Director of the Jewish National Fund). 

Dr. Bopenaeimer, who was received with loud applause, said that although the 
Fund had greatly increased in the course of the year, yet there was much left to be 
desired. He came to London to become acquainted with the conditions under which 
the work on behalf of the Fund was carried on, in order that he might be enabled to 
establish on a sound basis a collecting centre in this country which should be suitable 
to the conditions prevalent here, and thus concentrate the energies of the Zionist 
workers in one well-organised effort. About Zionism in general he wished to make a 
few points clear... They often heard some people say that Zionism had lately 
become weaker. That was a great mistake. The fact that so many useful new 
institutions had been founded within the movement, which attracted the support even 
of people who were not avowed Zionists, showed the progress that Zionism had 
made. <A still more convincing proof to the same effect was afforded by the statistics 
of the National Fund collections. Never had they reached such a high figure as last 
year. In fact, the amount for 1908 showed an increase of 100,000 marks over’ the 
previous year's figures. It was gratifying to know that the masses had begun to 
grasp the present favourable conditions. Their friends in Russia had energetically 
set to Zionist work and daily gained the confidence of the masses. All who used to 
speak sarcastically of Zionists and their activities, who used to scoff at the idea of the 
Zionists building up a Jewish Ghetto in a country governed by a despotic ruler, from 
which at a moment's notice they might be expelled—these people now spoke quite 
differently. Their former arguments now fell to the ground; for if the Turkish 
Parliament did not offer them satisfactory security, no Parliament would. They must 
consequently do all that lay in their power not to lose the present favourable 
opportunities. Posterity should not have to say that there had been opportunities, 
but not the men to make use of them. Jews in England could accomplish a great 
deal if they would only participate in all the Zionist undertakings. Statistics showed 
that not even one halfpenny per year per head of the Jewish population of London 
had been given towards the Jewish National Fund. Was it unreasonable to expect of 
every Jew to contribute at least one halfpenny per week towards one of the most use- 
ful institutions connected with the Zionist movement’ For months past not a penny 
came in from England in aid of their funds.

Mr. Zangwill contributes the following article to the current number of 
the Ito, which appears in German in Zurich :— 


The question has arisen, what is the official attitude of the Ite on the relations 
between Territorialism and Nationalism? Theanswer is simple. I[toism is committed 
to nothing but what is stated in its formula: “To procure a territory upon an 
autonomous basis for those Jews who cannot or will not remain in the lands in which 
they at present live. 

This formula says not a word about Nationalism, or even about the Jewish people. 
Tt is merely a statement about Jewish emigrants. These must necessarily be of two 
classes, those who cannot, and those who will not, remain where they are, and the 
object of the Ito is to procure for those emigrants a territory upon an autonomous 
basis. 

This declaration of mine is in no way personal. The original Territorial Congress 
of 1905, which created the Ito, declared that it stood in no necessary relation to any 
other movement. But every Ltoist Gould join any other group he pleased in his 
individual capacity; still more, therefore, could he hold any views he pleased 

The Ito refused to exercise any inquisitorial tyranny Although a Zionist was 
not permitted to be an [toist, an [toist was permitted to bea Zionist. Whether, there- 
fore, the Ltoist approached Territorialism from the standpoint of Nationalism or not 
Was entirely his personal affair. The object of the Ito being a practical piece of.work, 
even non-Jews were not excluded from co-operation, AIL that is compulsory is sub- 
scription to the Ito formula and the Ito finances. 

The subject, however, is not yet exhausted. The emigrants under the Ito scheme 
differ from ordinary emigrants in one very important point. Emigrant usually 
connotes one who leaves a homeland. But the Ite emigrant will leave fora homeland. 
(of the two classes of emigrant, those who cannot, and those who will not, remain where 
they are, the second will in all probability be nationalists, anxious, to build up a 
Jewish homeland, and this class would steadily increase with’ the growth and the 
corresponding centripetal attraction of the homeland These emigrants will be the 
line tlower of nationalism, and upon them will largely depend the character of the new 
country Kut even the first class of emigrants, the economic emigrants, will not be 
able to avoid building up the homeland. And with the building up of a new land, the 
growth of a new Nationalism is inevitable jsut this Nationalism will be strictly a 
Territorial Nationalism 

Territorial Nationalism, as its name implies, is concerned only with those who 
will be born or naturalised in the Jewish territory. [tin no way implicates those Jews 
who are able and willing to remmin in their present abodes, even when they are Itoists 
by sympathy with the less fortunate or the more aspiring. ©n the other hand, it. does 
implicate those non-Jews who will be born or naturalised in the Jewish territorv. 

1am aware that this statement will damp some Itoists who think that Toerri- 
iorialism is merely Zionism without Zion. It would be as near the truth to say it was 
Zion without Zionism For while Palestine falls as much within the Territorial 
formula as any other country, Zionism, in so far as it preaches Nationalism in the air 

or Luft-Nationalism—is absolutely forbidden by our formula. We stand for 
Realpolitik. The amateur politicians who constructed the Basle formula have, indeed, 
a great advantage over us, inasmuch as their fornrula lends itself to stirring national 
songs and fervid platform utterances, But we must sacrifice these watchwords and 
rallying-cries in the interests of a sober statesmanship. The scattered and anomalous 
position of the Jew robs him even of the luxury of a Nationalist movement, such as 
animates the Hindoo or the Egyptian concentrated upon Indian or Egyptian territory. 
This is, perhaps, the crowning tragedy of the Goluth. Not till the Jew is ona soil of 
his own can he speak of Nationalism, at least not unless the Western Jews are 
prepared to give up that political identity with their fellow-citizens for which they 
fought for centuries, and for which the’ Jews of Russia are still fighting. Hence for 
Zionism to preach the idea of Nationalism even in the diaspora is to perpetrate a 
political blunder 

But the acquisition of Palestine would be a death-blow to Zionist nationaliam. It 
would have to be replaced by a Palestinian Nationalism. Contact with territorial 
realities, problems of local self-government and of international relations, would soon 
teach even the Luft-Zionists the absurdity and danger of absentee Nationalism. With 
solid ground under their feet, the Luft-Nationalists would become ‘Territorial 
Nationalists. And indeed Zionist Nationalism with its airy assumption that Palestine 
can be a political centre for protection for the diaspora is too childish for consideration. 
(‘an one imagine, for example, the President of the American Zionist Federation, if he 
remains an inhabitant of America, exchanging his Washington passport for a 
Palestine passport. having first duly naturalised himself by a sojourn in Jerusalem ? 

No. If Palestine is ever to be acquired, it must be on the lines of the Ito formula, 
and not after the nationalistic formula of the Zionists. It must be acquired” for those 
Jews who cannot or will not remain in the lands in which they at present live—not 
“ for the Jewish people.” the bulk of whom would rot live there if they could, and 
could not live there if they would. The utmost political hope of the Jews—even if 
the territory is Palestine—is bounded by ‘Territorialism, and Zionism will be 
Territorialist or it will be nothing.

AND ENTHUSIASTIC MEEETING 
AGREES TO THE PURCHASING OF A SITE 


A LARGE 


A special meeting, comprising members from all branches of the Hospital 
Assoviation, was held on Monday at the Goulston Street Baths, Aldgate, for 
the purpose of discussing the site -for the proposed Jewish hospital. It i- 
estimated that some 2,500 were present, while hundreds lined the streets 
unable to obtain admission. With the exception of Mrs. L. A. Levy, all the 
speakers addressed the meeting in Yiddish. 

Mr. I. BeRtIner, the General President, 
negotiating with Mr. Charrington for a 
cost £5500. The land was situated in Stepney Green, 
East End Jewry, and within a stone’s throw of the 
Aged Jews. The site occupied 22,000 square feet. It was arranged 
to pay Mr. Charrington £500 as a deposit, and to complete = the 
purchase within one year. If the whole purchase-money was not forth. 
coming at the expiration of the year, a sum of £250 is to be given to Mr. 
Charrington, the balance to be paid within six months. In the event of 
again failing to meet the arrangement, a further six months would be granted 
on the payment of another £250, making a total of £1,000 in all. He had the 
utmost confidence, however, that the whole of the purchase money woald le 
in hand long before the expiry of the two years. 

Mrs. L. A. Levy said that they had much cause for gratitude and thank- 
When the 
hospital scheme was brought before the East End two years ago it was looked 
upon with much disfavour, but now they could number a membership 0! 
12,000. Even now there were people who would throw cold water on their 
scheme, but the greater the struggle the greater the victory. They had 
chosen one of the best sites in London for the hospital. It was strange that 
they should choose a site so near to that upon which the old Home for Aged 
Jews once stood, She was of opinion that they would eventually meet 
with that great success that attended the efforts of those whiw 
promoted the older scheme. The site stood opposite the recreation grounds 
in Stepney, which supplied the open-air necessary for a public institution 
of that description.

SIK,—May | venture to answer some of the points in the letter of the 
Kev. S. Levy in your lastissue ? I would laugh with him if the little incidents 
he describes, which were told by a Christian nurse, did not refer to our poor 
suflering brethren. I think it was not right for a Jewish minister to repeat 
the tales, but I do not wish to discuss this with Mr. Levy. 

- What I wish to point out to him is that Yiddish is not dying out as he 
thinks, but is growing almost into a national language. Youcan see this even 
in London, where there are a large number of weeklies and three daily papers 
in the Yiddish language, instead of one as was the case five years ago. The 
reason the Yiddish-speaking patients diminish is to be found in the 
mission-halls, where Yiddish is spoken. 

_ The question is raised how are we to get a Yiddish staff. May | ask how 
Yiddish doetors and nurses are obtained in the Jewish hospitals in America, 
Russia and Austria? The answer is very simple; have a place to train them ; 
have a Jewish hospital where they shall practise, and 1 am sure we shall be 
able, not only to supply the staff of our own hospital, but also to supply such 
(loctors and nurses for the general hospitals. Is Mr. Levy aware that in 
Berlin, Breslau, Vienna and other cities where there are Jewish hospitals, 
the best-known physicians and specialists belong to the Jewish race ?

PEDESTRIAN TESTS. 


Magazine recommended the practice of pedestrianism as an antidote to 


excessive consumption of cigarettes, on the ground that fitness would 
necessitate relinquishing a habit which, experts agree, has evil results. 
Regular walking or moderate running constitutes as good a method of 
keeping in condition as any, and this is evidently the view of the Secretary 
of the United States’ Navy. He has prepared a physical test, not for young 
people, but for all executive officers below the rank of rear-admiral and 
staff officers of lesser rank than eaptain. The principal task is a 50-mile 
walk, to be carried out on three successive days. There is an alternative of 
a’) miles in three days on horseback, or a bievele ride of 100 miles ina 
corresponding period, There are various other tests of physical capacity of a 
professional character, which, however necessary in the eves of the 
authorities, are not likely to be welcomed by the majority of the individuals 
who have to undergo them. One thing is certain, namely, that an abstemious 
manner of living will be fostered and every care taken to keep the body ina 
sound condition for the strain which may be put upon it by the tests. They, 
of course, are being imposed to prove that officers are capable of performing 
their duties under all conditions. Similar restraint from indulgences are 
just as salutary for civilians. 

THE COMING MARATHON.—\ creat deal of eagerness is being manifested 
in the Marathon race to be held on February 21st, and the elect of our young 
athletes are training and bracing themselves up for the coming struggle. 
One benefit from the preparatory stage is seen in several of them having 
“knocked off” cigarettes. Apart from the advantage of cessation from that 
indulgence, the step proves self-discipline and a power of control which are 
to be commended. The Sports Committee of the Jewish Athletic Association 
has been examining certain objections expressed to the route originally 
selected, namely, Tottenham and Enfield. There was a general feeling that 
it was not desirable unduly to disturb the inhabitants by passage of the 
competitors with a probable attendance of eyelists and other enthusiasts on 
foot, as well as a motor car or two, which might be used for those who fall 
out in the way. These objections were noted by Messrs. Denzil Myer and 
Fr. Fletcher, who are responsible for details of the arrangements, and the 
result was the circular issued last week to representatives of afliliated 
clubs. 


A FOREST ROUTE.—-The circular states that the route has been 
transferred to the more healthy district of Epping Forest. It will commence 
and finish at Riggs’ Retreat, Chingford, where there will be every facility 
for dressing and which will possess the additional advantage of having at 
hand means for the immediate refreshment of victors and vanquished, to say 
nothing of others who go to see the start and finish. Riggs’ Retreat is 
reached from Chingford Station by crossing the open plain, which rises 
gently and from which it is shut off by a thicket; buat the place is accessible 
without difficulty by keeping to the road. The Retreat itself lies within 
shelter of a glade. From the Retreat the route is to the right and up 
the road to the Woodford High Road to the Reindeer, then to the left to the 
Wake Arms, and back the same way, in all about eight miles. Competitors 
would be well advised to commence early practice on the route. They will 
then learn its strong and weak points, where they should ease down and 
where they e«an put on steam without stress. 


INDIREST VALUES.—If the race serves no other purpose than that of 
making the beauties and possibilities of the Forest more widely known among 
young Israel the fixture will be of great value. Epping Forest is to most of 
them the place where swings, round-abouts, and cocoanut-shies abound. The 
quiet glades and rarely trodden thickets between Chingford and High Beech, 
the wild, nocturnal charm of Monk's Wood, where the quiet watcher is often 
rewarded by sight of herds of deer, and the rugged landscape beyond, 
stretching to Theydon Bois, are to nearly all of them—and to many elder ones 
also—as little known as the forests of Central Africa. When summer-time 
comes it is to be hoped that those who have had a glimpse of one corner of the 
Forest may explore it further. They will not go unrewarded. The full con- 
ditions of the race are to be announced later. As far as published they. 
stipulate that the number of entries from each club shall be limited to four 
registered members over the age of fifteen. Entries must be sent in not 
later than February 8th. 

CONDITIONS AND PRIZES.-Each competitor will have to undergo 
medical examination, and may be required to attend at the Stepney Club for 
that purpose. As to the prizes, there will be a cup offered by the Editor of 
the club magazine, and three of the Association's official medals, the first a 
gold one. A suggestion has been made that a certificate be given to each 
competitor finishing within a certain time limit, and that the decorative frame 
work with the Jewish Athletic Association’s photographs which appear in the 
middle of the Report be used for the purpose. The idea appears to be a good 
one, and if a general desire is expressed that such a certificate should be 
issued it would no doubt receive the consideration of the Sports Committee. 

At the prize distribution of the Association there was some laughter of a 
sympathetic character when “Club Swimming— West Central Lads : No trophy” 
was announced, and a West Central lad walked on the platform to say, “* Thank 
you,” and to bow his acknowledgments. Now that the Chairman of the 
oceasion has offered a suitable prize, the committee will be in a position to 
give a tangible reward to the champions of the current year in that depart- 
ment of sport. . 

JEWISH GYMNASTS IN BULGARIA.—Our Sofia correspondent wrote on 
the 15th inst: Last week, at Tatar Bazardzik, a small town, a congress of all 
the Jewish gymnastic societies of Bulgaria was held. There are two cate- 
gories of gymnastic societies here, Zionist and anti-Zionist, and there is 
considerable rivalry between the two parties. Among the other decisions of 
the Congress, the publication of a fortnightly journal was decided upon.

Is London's Jewish Population Decreasing ? 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,— The editor of the “Jewish Year Book ” throws out the somewhat 
remarkable suggestion that, for the fif$t time, perhaps, since Jews were 
re-admitted to this country, there has been a decline in London’s Jewish 
population. Mr. Harris admits that “a review of the entire figures leads 
to no very definite result, as they are conflicting; to which may be added 
the fact that the evidence adduced by him in support of his theory is uncon- 
vincing and capable of explanation in some other way. He tells us, for 
instance that the deaths in the vear 1907 numbered 2,002, as against 2,178 in 
1, =Buat 1907 was, of course an exceptionally healthy vear, thanks to the 
better behaviour of the climate. Indeed, the report of the Public Health 
Committee of the London County Council, to: which you recently drew 
attention, shows that the deaths under one year of age per 1,000, births was 
only 116 in the vear 1907, as compared with 131 in the vear 1906. “ The 
marked reduction in 1907 of infant mortality on that of 1905 and 1906," says 
the report, “is largely due to the reduction in the deaths from diarrheal 
diseases, consequent upon the relatively low temperatures which prevailed in 
the summer of 1907." Again, we are told that the number of marriages in 
107, as well as the number of synagogue seat-holders, shows a reduction. 
but if we refer to the report already mentioned, we find that the marriage- 
rate in the whole of London also exhibited a decline in 1907-17) per 1,000 
persons living, as against l7*l in the year 1906. The decline in the marriage- 
rate of London, the report points out, is discussed in the Annual Summary 
of the Registrar-General, who shows that ‘if the marriage-rate of 1907 
be compared with the marriage-rate of 1870-72, it. has decreased by 12 
per cent., if based on the total population; and by 21) per cent., 
if based upon the total number of marriageable persons, ie. on 
the unmarried ana witlowed portion of the population, aged 
fifteen years and upwards. The decline in the number of seatholders 
may be attributable, like the reduction in the. number of marriages. to 
indifferent trade. But it will be remembered that the number of seatholders 
of the United Synagogue has, in preceding years, shown no markedly 
increasing tendency. Theeditor of the * Year Book ” finds support for his theory 
in the decline in immigration, and the increase of empty houses in Stepney. 
But, on the other hand, Mr. Harris himself shows that the consumption of food 
favoured by the alien immigrant population has increased, while that of the 
principal food of the English section of the community has decreased, thus 
proving that the foreign population has grown rather than diminished 
between 1906 and 17, Moreover, the increase of empty houses in Stepney 
may, and probably does, merely mean that the erstwhile tenants have moved 
to other parts of London. It is, of course, obvious that in the absence of a 
religious census, any estimate made of the Jewish population can only be 
surmise; and the calculation entered upon by the “ Year Book,” with all its 
possible errors, is one more reason why .that census should be taken at the 
next national enumeration. Meanwhile, | would respectfully urge upon the 
favourable consideration of the Board of Deputies the motion which is to be 
brought forward by Mr. S. Rosenbaum in fayour of a revision of the statistics 
colleeted by the Board.

A DOMESTIC PRECEDENT.—A case of some domestic importance, and the 
first of its Kind, was decided last week at the Clerkenwell County Court.

The master in his defence alleged that the acci- 
dent was due to the serious and wilfal misconduct of his. servant in disobeying the 
warnings of her mistress who had repeatedly told her not to stand on the skylicht. 

r. Algernon Vandamm, Solicitor, of Devonshire Chambers, Bishopsgate, who 
appeared for the master, argued at length that if a servant were to succeed in a case of 
this nature where the accident was entirely due to her own disobedience, every master 
and mistress was at the mercy of his or her servant. In the end the judge in the course 
of a long reserved judgement decided in favour of the master with costs.

sin,—My attention has been called to some remarks made by “ Tatler’ 
upon the Maceabaeans. and other essay prize competitions. He objects to 
these competitions that (1) there is no guarantee that the essays sent in are 
the work of the children themselves; (2) that the subjects set are not 
fitted for children. As regards his first point, I should like to point 
eut that in the Maceabzeans’ Competitions it is a rule that every 
essay must be accompanied by a certificate from the parent or teacher of the 
ehild that it is the echild’s unaided work, and while admitting that the 
conscience of some parents, and possibly of some teachers, may be so elastic 
as to render this rule an imperfect safeguard, I think that it is as good as 
that proposed by “ Tatler,” and, moreover, that a competent examiner can 
tell in almost every case whether an essay is original or aided or cribbed. 

In reply to his second objection, as a well-informed and experienced 
correspondent pointed out in your last issue, the subjects more usually set 
for the *Maecabzean prizes have dealt with parts of the Bible or Jewish 
history with which the children are conversant. Occasionally an attempt is 
made to encourage the interest of the children—and, incidentally, it may be 
of their teachers—in the prophetic books and in periods of post-Biblical 
Jewish history which, unfortunately, do not enter into the ordinary curri- 
culom of synagogue religion classes, but of which it is most desirable that 
Jewish children should obtain some knowledge. It is surely a very great pity 
that for a vast number of them the study of the Bible and of Jewish history 
stops short at the Books of the Kings with, perhaps, some vague ideas about 
Esther and the Maecabees thrown in ; and the Hampstead Foundation Prizes 
have at least the effect of stimulating an appreciable number of boys and 
girls each year, in various districts in England and the Colonies, to carry 
their studies a little further. , 

Finally, | would make one remark in answer to your other correspondent, 
“Antipot,” who has a terrible fear of encouraging pot-hunting among Jewish 
children. Ishould have thought that the greater danger was the neglect of 
Jewish studies, and that we suffered from too few rather than too many 
inducements, to the children to take an _ interest in our history; 
and | may say, ineidentally, that the presentation of prizes to the 
headmasters of schools and classes for distribution to the children who have 
done best in the ordinary class-work seems less useful than the offer of 
prizes for some piece of work which the children must do outside their 
regular class-lesson. In most, if not in all, cases, the essay sent in for com- 
petition will be the result of honest study, and will represent an increased 
knowledge of, and interest in, the Bible or Jewish history which neither 
“Tatler” nor “ Antipot ” ought to deplore,

The Gezer Tablet.

Sik,—I should like to make here one or two remarks with reference to 
the most interesting Gezer tablet, which “1. A.” so lucidly presented to 
your readers in your issue of January 15th. 

It seems to me very unlikely that T¥Y (in 1. 3) could mean “to cut” or 
“to lop” (so Lidzbarski and B. Gray; s. Quarterly Statement, p. 28 and p. 31). 
Flax, too, must first be gathered in. I would, therefore, suggest that TSP in 
this tablet is not to be taken together with the Hebrew word 38D, “axe,” 
but represents the root which we find in Assyrian in ecedu, “to gather in,” 
ecadu, “ harvest” (s. Delitzsch, Ass. Handwoérterbuch, p. 120-121). Although it 
iS generally assumed that the Assyrian ecedu corresponds with the Aramaic 
T¥5, I seareely see any objection to supposing that in Old Hebrew the root 
was T32. Of course, the Assyrian “e” can be ™ and Y. I think the sense 
Would then be a far better one: “The month of the gathering-in of the flax.” 
It may also be interesting to mention that the month of Adar is called in 
Assyrian (ideographieally) arakh ecedi, “ the month of in-gathering.” Another 
interesting parallel is, by the way, the ideographical name of the Babylonian 
month Tammuz. It is called (ideographically): arakh qatu zeri, “the month 
of the end of the seed.” This, I think, is the same month as that mentioned 
‘nl. 7of the Gezer tablet. yP would then not mean “summer fruit’ 
and be == "Pp (s. Q.S., p. 26, p. 29 and pp. 31-32), but would really be the 
Hebrew word for “ end” (se. of the seed; the last harvest).

The Rev Ll. Simon (who was enthusiastically received), said his heart, 


head and mouth were full of one thing—gratitude—and so full, that he could 
hardly give vent to his feelings. He was grateful not only for the presents 
made to him, but for the kind words of Mr. Lewis, and also to the many 
friends who had come to honour him. He thought all credit was due to his 
wife for her goodness, cheerfulness and zeal, and for her patience and forti- 
tude in time of trouble, when God had taken three of their children in one 
week. Of the eleven gentlemen who had taken part in his election twenty- 
five years ago, there were only two survivors. The South Manchester 
Synagogue, in spite of several losses and of disadvantages, certainly stood in 
no worse position, but was probably better off than twenty-five years ago. It 
was due, not to his personal qualities, but to the indulgence, kindness and 
beneficence of his congregants, that he had been so long amongst them; he 
hoped to be with them for very many years, and to be more useful 
in the future than he had been in the past. He thought the first 
four letters of the alphabet would very appropriately express 
the various items in connection with that presentation. There 
was first the letter “A,” which stood for the address. “B” stood for 
- the bracelet presented to Mrs. Simon as a token of love and affection, and as 

an incentive for them both to do the utmost for the welfare of his beloved 
congregants. “C” was the cloak kindly given that day. Love covered many 
sins and he was quite conscious of many faults, but the cloak would cover 
them. “D” stood for the dinner that wa8 to be held and also for the Deroshos 
they heard from him. (Laughter.) Manchester had well shown that it knew 
how to appreciate fully,“the status of the ministry.” That was the third 
celebration in Manchester of twenty-five years of Jewish ministry. He could 
not help referring in terms of gratitude to two of his oldest friends, Mr. 
Ephraim Harris and Mr, Benjamin Levein. He thanked them all on behalf of 
his wife for the handsome bracelet and earnestly hoped to be spared to serve 
the congregation for many years and to see it celebrate its jubilee in pros- 
perity. (Cheers.) 

Mr. EPHRAIM HARRIS, M.A., said that it afforded him particular pleasure 
to take part in such an agreeable function as he was the only one left of the 
male founders of the South Manchester Synagogue (there was likewise one 
lady founder). During the time he had been under the ministration of the 
Rey. 1. Simon he was much struck with his loyalty, on all occasions, which was 
so praiseworthy. In times of distress he (Mr. Simon) was optimistic and 
persevering, and refused to acknewledge defeat. They had been strengthened 
by the counsel and advice of their minister, atid he was pleased to say the 
congregation had now arrived at a state which gave them no cause for fear. 
In proposing a vote of thanks to the clergy for their presence there on that 
occasion, he said it appeared that at the present time everybody seemed to 
be telling the clergy what they should do, instead of the reverse. People 
should put themselves with more trust into the hands of the clergy, just as 
they did so confidently in the case of their physicians or thefr lawyers. 

The Rev. Dr. SALOMON, in replying for the clergy, dwelt on the esteem in 
which the Rev. Mr. Simon was held by his Manchester colleagues. The 
words of the testimonial only gave but a faint echo of his good qualities. 
The many small services performed by Mr, Simon and hidden from most

Simon, B.A., proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, 
ich was suitably acknowledged. : 
Rev: Simon born in a small town in Russo-Poland in 
1849. His father and grand-parents were much respected for piety and 
Talmudic knowledge, and were his chief teachers. He showed considerable 
powers of perception and memory from his earliest days, and he could repea: 
and translate 300 Hebrew words before he was three years of age. At the 
age of sixteen years he continued his Talmudic studies without the aid of « 
teacher, and at nineteen he had pupils of his own, youths to whom he taugh 
the higher and most intricate branches of “Gemara. — He gave satisfaction 
as a teacher, but lacked the courage to conduct Divine Service, and Was 
even too nervous to read Maftir. Mr. Simon came to London in 1869 ani 
learnt “Shechita” from the late Chief Shochet, Rabbi Abrahams. After 
acting for a time as Baal Koreh at a synagogue In Mile End, he went to 
Oxford in 1871 to perform the duties of Chazan and Shochet. He remained 
there only a very short time, having been asked by the late Chief Rabbi to 
proceed to Manchester to succeed the Rev. H. Levin as Shochet, the duties 
of which he commenced in November, 1871. Mr. Simon married some five 
months later. His experience as Reader was gained by acting as Honorary 
Chazan and Secretary to the “Chevra Mishnaioth,” the harbinger of the presen 
Manchester New Synagogue and Beth Hamidrash. He was one of the first 
members of that society when the services were conducted in a room fitted 
up for the purpose in Fernie Street. At that time Mr. Simon took every 
opportunity of hearing the late Rev. Professor D. M. Isaacs, whose sermons 
at the Manchester Great Synagogue made so deep and lasting impression on 
all who listened to them. In 1874 he succeeded the late Mr. Grossbaum at 
Southampton as minister, and preached his first sermon there on Passover, 
1875. During the nine-and-a-half years of his ministry in that town, Mr. 
Simon, by his excellent qualities and ability, earned the respect and esteem 
not only of his coreligionists, but likewise of many Christian residents. On 
his departure he was presented with an address, together with a purse, and 
complimentary articles were written about him by the local papers, which 
had at various times published his sermons. In December, 1888, Mr. Simon 
was elected Reader and Baal Koreh at the South Manchester Synagogue and 
entered on his duties on January 4th, 1884. In the summer of 1885 he suc- 
ceeded the Rev. Hermann Gollancz as Preacher and Reader, a position he 
has held ever since with dignity and credit to himself and his congregants. 
Mr. Simon has always taken an active interest in the communal and charit- 
able institutions of Manchester, and has succeeded in keeping on excellent 
terms with his colleagues and the various communal leaders of Manchester. 
His public utterances are noted for their sparkling wit and humour. 
Throughout the twenty-five years of his ministry in Manchester, there have 
never arisen any differences between Mr. Simon and his Executive. He 
acknowledges having received the utmost kindness and cordiality not onl) 
from his own congregants but also from the representatives of all communal 
organisations in Manchester and many adjacent cities. Mr. Simon has found 
a worthy helpmate in his charming wife, who by her many qualities has 
earned the respect and love of all who are acquainted with her. The parents 
of Mrs. Simon were well known in London for their extreme piety and 
benevolence. Her father was known as Rabbi Mottel Levene, and forty years 
ago was Chazan and Rabbi at the Ein Yaakov Synagogue in Hutchison 
Street, Aldgate. Mr. and Mrs. Simon have several sons and daughters. 
Among the former are Mr. Maurice Simon, B.A., and Mr. Leon Simon, B.A.

A public meeting, under the auspices of the Zionist Associa- 
tion, was held at Derby Hall on Sunday, when Mr. Henry 
Snowman, B.A., delivered an address on “The Present 
Development of Palestine.” Mr. JosePH MASSEL presided. 

Mr. SNOWMAN said that an important journalist “ of the Jewish persuasion,” 
persuaded that he was a representative Enclishman, had declared that the 
Turkish Constitution precluded the realisation of the Zionist aim. It was 
not for him to show how illogical and undignified was Mr. Lucien Wolf's 
relation to Itoism, of which the sub-basis was Nationalism. So far from 
nationalism being a sign of degeneration, it was a token of advance. The 
ancient land of Israel was rousing itself from the sleep of centuries. He gave 
a description of some of the institutions and activities which, through the 
Zionist organisation, had been inaugurated inthe Holy Land during the past 
three or four years. A new spirit was abroad, and Paiestine was awakening 
slowly but surely under the vivifying breath of its influence. The future 
was simplified, not complicated, by the new Turkish Constitution. Whatever 
line of policy be adopted by the new Turkish Parliament—whether it be in 
the direction of the recognition of the autonomous rights of each of the con- 
stituent peoples forming the Ottoman Empire or not—it might be asserted 
with confidence that the constitution could only result in fuller freedom 
and a fuller life. And that must all be in favour of Zionism. Mr. Snowman 
concluded by pleading for more support for the various institutions he had 
mentioned. He moved the following resolution:— — 

That this meeting reaffirms its firm belief in, and unalterable devotion to, the Zionist 
movement, and in expressing confidence in its leaders, pledges itself to further its 
interests to the utmost of its ability. 

Dr. CC. WEITZMANN, in seconding the resolution, said that the 
Turkish Revolution had come as a surprise no less to the Zionists than to 
those political wiseacres who chose to see in it the complete destruction of 
Jewish national aspirations. There had always been many persons 
expectantly prepared to seize upon any pretext, however flimsy, to say 
“Kaddish " after the Zionist movement, but Mr. Luéien Wolf had evinced a 
most abnormal Jewish ingenuity in his grotesque distortions of the effects of 
the Turkish Revolution. He (Dr. Weitzmann) could see in that historic 
event nothing but the removal of three-fourths of the difficulties with 
which they had previously been confronted.” Their path now stood 
out clearer before them, and their prospects were more assured. 
With an unrestricted emigration, a reformed land-law, a developing industry, 
an uncensored Press and a free platform, a legally-secured and publicly- 
safeguarded home in Palestine stood immeasurably nearer to them now that 
they could obtain the public guarantee of a popular representative Govern- 
ment, than in the old days when “ Backsheesh" was the ruling power of the 
Turkish people, and the political contract of to-day was the illegal arran 
ment of to-morrow. Already the transformation was beginning to howe las 
effect upon the Jews of the Ottoman Empire. Turkish Jews were beginning 
to organise themselves under the Jewish national flag, and in Saloniea, for 
example, a Zionist Association had been formed among the Sephardic Jews, 
which kept itself in constant and close touch with the central authorities at 
Cologne. Zionism was the only bond that would unite those two great 
sections of the Jewish people, the Sephardic and Ashkenazic Jews, into one 
inseparable entity and destroy for evermore the historic abyss that had parted 
those two communities and split Israel into two contending factions. 
Nor need they fear to find amongst the Turkish parties hostility to their 
scheme. The political integrity and internal tranquility of the Turkish 
Empire was recognised by all Turkish parties as being dependant upon the 
conciliatory attitude of the Central Government. What had their own 
organisation done under these altered conditions? The Actions Committee 
was waiting till things had settled down in order to assure to their work a 
certain foundation. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 

Rabbi H. LEVIN moved, and Mr. J. l. Loewy seconded, a vote of thanks to 
the speakers. 

The meeting concluded with the singing of “ Hatikvah.”

LABOUR NEWS. 


The Jewish Master Tailors’ Improvement Association are contemplating an action 
for damages in connection with the general strike of Jewish tailors in 1906, against 
the Amalgamated Society of Tailors and Tailoresses. The past members of the 
Amalgamated Society, who seceded from the ranks on account of their opposition to 
that strike. do not see their way to remain neutral to the masters action, and have 
consequently decided to use every endeavour (although no longer members of the 
Society) to assist the society in its present struggle or that purpose a Hass meeting 
was held last week at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End Road, to. protest 
against the action of the Jewish Master Tailors; at the same time it called upon the 
Jewish workers to organise themselves into a union and so prevent the master tailor 
acting unfairly against the employe. 

Mr. Atexanvoer Gossip (Secretary of the Amalgamated Furnishing Trade 
Association) presided. 

On the motion of Mr. H. Dusuman, seconded by Mr. L. Kapian, and supported by 
Mr. James Macponatp, the following resolution was unanimously carried 

“That this meeting of Jewish workers in the tailoring industry, most emphatically 
protest against the action of the Jewish Master Tailors, who are bringing an action for 
damages against the Amalgamated Society of Tailors and Tailoresses, and declare that 
such an action cannot be productive of good results, to the Jewish workers in 
particular, and to the Jews asa whole. Further, this-meeting expresses Its absolute 
and entire sympathy with the Amalgamated Society of Tailors in their present struggle 


against such an unjustifiable onslaught, at
